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Editorial 


PLANT NAMES 


Since our high schools and colleges 
have laid less emphasis on the study 
of Latin, fewer of those persons who 
have to do with plant names enjoy 
the understanding of them which a 
familiarity with the classical lan- 
guages provides. 

Hence the correctness of a catalog 
or plant list depends more upon the 
accuracy of the proofreader’s eve 
than upon the comprehension of the 
compiler. But there are graver errors 
than misspellings that creep into 
plant lists because of unfamiliarity 
with botanical names. Some of these 
are due to attempts at abbreviation, 
which lead to misunderstanding as 
to what is meant. Others are due to 
a confusion of English common 
names with the Latin terms, which 
may be understandable to those fa- 
miliar with the plants, but sound like 
gibberish to persons who are careful 
in plant nomenclature. 

Every nurseryman can afford to 
own a copy of “Standardized Plant 
Names” or of “Hortus II,” by which 
he can become familiar with the cor- 
rect forms of the plant names he uses. 
By such a book he can check the 
Latin names in his catalog or price 
list. He owes it to himself, to his cus- 
tomers and his calling to do as much 
as this. And there is no time like the 
present. 


CONFIDENCE 


Customers’ confidence in a nurs- 
eryman rests on more than the ex- 
cellence of his merchandise. The 
consciousness of having superior 
stock to offer sometimes leads the 
seller into a take-it-or-leave-it atti- 
tude which antagonizes the buver. 
Or the price range may give rise to 
the suspicion that as much is charged 
as the market will bear. Either of 
these effects interferes with that 
mutual feeling of good will which 
the sound businessman 
cultivate. 

The attitude, behavior and atten- 
tion of the employees—and of the 
nurseryman, too—are as important 
as the quality of the merchandise 
and service in securing customers’

confidence. And service is para- 
mount. If the buyer is gratified by 
the manner in which the 
packaged or delivered, if he is 
pleased by the promptness and ac- 
curacy with which his orders are 
acknowledged and filled, he is pre- 
disposed to have confidence in the 
quality of the merchandise itself. 

To build up confidence is a pains- 
taking job. It is usually a reflection 
of the man behind the business, if 
he is seeking to please. He must en- 
gender this spirit in his employees, 
for only a slight misstep by one of 
them will impair the careful struc- 
ture the boss has built to win cus- 
tomers’ trust. 

How valuable is customers’ con- 
fidence is demonstrated in 
community by one or a few firms 
whose reputation has become a by- 
word.

The extent and variety of the 


work done by arboretums and bo- 
tanical gardens of the country that is 
of assistance to nurserymen may 
easily be overlooked by those who 
are not close to these institutions

Plant explorations in foreign lands 
no longer get the headlines of othe: 
days, but introductions of this kind 
are also made through programs of 
plant breeding, and notable additions 
to the lists of trees, shrubs and other 
plants have come through hybridiza- 
tion. 

More important has been the test- 
ing of new or unusual plants for 
hardiness, soil tolerance and other 
factors. In some cases propagating 
material of such plants has been sup- 
plied to the trade in order to foster 
the commercial introduction of 
recommended species. 

Many nurserymen regularly visit 
aboretums in their areas to further 
their acquaintance with plants suit- 
table for their environment and to 
add to their knowledge as to char- 
acteristics, growth habits and uses. 
hey are keeping abreast or ahead 
of the advanced amateur gardeners, 
who are multiplying in importance 
as customers. 

Paramount in importance, per- 
haps, is the service of the arboretums 
in educating the public and stimulat- 
ing interest in gardening. There is 
little fanfare about this, but the ag- 
gregate effect of lectures, classes. 
publications, tours and many other 
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such activities must produce an in. 
creasing number of persons among 
the public who are better aware of 
the value of nurserymen’s products

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Record Attendance at Ohio Meeting 


Pricing of Nursery Stock, Landscaping and Research Discussed 


A record number of more than 
300 nurserymen and guests regis- 
tered for the opening session of the 
winter meeting of the Ohio Nurs- 
erymen’s Association, held January 
19 and 20 at the Neil House, Colum- 
bus, O. The program consisted of 
excellent addresses by several noted 
speakers, lively entertainment, com- 
mittee meetings and general busi- 
ness. 

Officers for 1956 elected at the 
final session were as follows: James 
Siebenthaler, Siebenthaler Co., Day- 
ton, president; David Metzger, Ter- 
race Gardens Co., Youngstown, 
vice-president, and Roger Aukeman, 
Hollandia Supply Co., South Vienna, 
secretary-treasurer. Elected to the 
executive committee for two years 
were Elmer Heitmeyer, Heitmeyer 
Nursery, Cincinnati, and Robert 
Kallay, Kallay Bros. Co., Painesville. 

The nurserymen met Wednesday 
evening, January 18, for the usual 
hospitality party, setting the friendly 
tone for the entire 2-day meeting. 

Opening Session 

Thursday morning, January 19, 
President Howard Kyle, Spring Hill 
Nurseries, Tipp City, called the con- 
vention to order and introduced Har- 
ley Bratton, Slemmons Gardens, 
Worthington, who in turn presented 
the first speaker of the morning, 
Kline L. Roberts. Mr. Roberts, who 
is speaker pro tempore of the Ohio 
House of Representatives and a 
member of the Columbus regional 
planning commission and a Colum- 
bus law firm, spoke on the topic 
“Americans Spread Out.” His mes- 
sage established the fact that tech- 
nological advance is creating a pop- 
ulation problem. Today 85 per cent 
of the population is distributed in 
cities of over 5,000 persons and 15 
per cent in rural areas. Residential 
areas that were on the edge of cities 
after World War II have now be- 
come almost as urban as the cities 
themselves, continued the speaker. 
Today, these cities are faced with 
the problem of having inadequate 
areas for industrial expansion. This 
means then that industry must ex- 
tend out of the city limits, and thus 
a transportation problem is created. 


Dual Income Ups Purchases 


Today, noted Mr. Roberts, the 
standard of living has risen to the 
point where it has often become nec-

essary that the income of the hus- 
band be supplemented by additional 
income earned by the wife. This 
dual income creates a purchasing 
power which is expressed by moving 
out from the central city into out- 
lying areas. Here then is the market 
potential for more and more prod- 
ucts of the nurseryman, which can 
be used to improve the utilization 
of the home property of these fam- 
ilies. Mr. Roberts predicted that, 
due to population movements, cen- 
tral city governments and county 
governments will gradually be com- 
bined into a common metropolitan 
government. His closing remarks 
were that the trend will be for the 
population to continue to increase, 
land values to continue to rise and 
the automobile to continue to be the 
dominating factor in determining 
the economy of the people. 


Keep Ohio Growing 


The second speaker of the morn- 
ing was Randal C. Guthrie, chief 
of Ohio’s information education 
section, department of natural re- 
sources, who also is a member of 
the subcommittee on publicity of the 
governor's “Plant Ohio” organiza- 
tion. Walter Burwell, the Burwell 
Nurseries Co., Columbus, is the rep- 
resentative of the O. N. A. on the 
executive committee of the forego- 
ing organization. The executive 
committee strives to interest more 
people in planting, either for refor- 
estation or landscape beautification 
of farms, highways, cities, streets, 
industrial areas, schools, churches, 


¥ 
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etc. The governor, advised Mr. 
Guthrie, has ordered the chiefs of 
all departments to cooperate to the 
fullest extent with the “Plant Ohio” 
program. The theme “Keep Ohio 
Growing!” has been selected for 
1956, and this slogan will be used on 
every state publication. 

Literature kits containing publica- 
tions of many of “Plant 
America” have been prepared for 
free distribution. These are being 
sent to each county agricultural 
agent who has been designated as 
the local chairman of the “Plant 
Ohio” program. It is hoped that 
1956 will be the greatest year for 
planting Ohio, and Mr. Guthrie 
urged that all nurserymen contact 
their local county agent, informing 
him of their availability to serve on 
local committees. 

A surprise feature was added to 
the final part of the morning pro- 
gram by the showing of a color 
sound film supplied by the D. Hill 
Nursery Co., Dundee, IIl., entitled 
“Container-grown Nursery Stock.” 
The film showed interesting scenes 
of several nurseries throughout the 
United States where nursery stock 
presently is being grown in contain- 
ers. The film showed how planting in 
containers is done on an assembly- 
line basis.

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Ohio Short Course 
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Arborists’ Day on Disease Problems 


The first day of the Ohio short 
course, held at the Neil House, Co- 
lumbus, offered a program of pri- 
mary interest to arborists January 
16, sponsored jointly by the depart- 
ment of horticulture and forestry of 
Ohio State University and the Ohio 
chaptet of the National Shade Tree 
Conference. 

At the business meeting of the 
Ohio chapter of the National Shade 
Tree Conference held during the 
course of the arborists’ session, the 
following officers were elected for 
1956: President, J. Melvin Easterday, 
landscape contractor, Canton, vice- 
president, Frank Lancaster, Davey 
Tree Expert Co., Kent, and secre- 
tary-treasurer, L. C. Chadwick, de- 
partment of horticulture, Ohio State 
University. 

A summer meeting of the organi- 
zation is planned for Dayton, on July 
12. 

Elm Diseases 


Scheduled as the first speaker on 
the arborists’ program was R. R. 
Whitten, acting chief, division of for- 
est insect research, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, forest serv- 
ice, Columbus, O., who discussed the 
question, “Is Spray Control of the 
Dutch Elm and Phloem Necrosis Dis- 
eases Practical?” Mr. Whitten said 
that spraying is the only effective 
way to prevent valuable elm trees 
from being killed by Dutch elm dis- 
ease or phloem necrosis. The prac- 
ticability of spraying depends on the 
value of the tree to be protected and 
the cost of removing the dead tree 
and replacing it. If healthy trees are 
to be protected, all dead and dying 
parts of diseased trees must be de- 
stroyed. Frequently removal costs 
amount to more than costs of spray- 
ing for 10 years or more. 


Dutch Elm Disease Spread 


The seriousness of Dutch elm dis- 
ease has rapidly increased since its 
introduction some 25 or 30 years ago 
until now it appears that it will be 
a major problem wherever elm trees 
grow. Mr. Whitten pointed out that 
Dutch elm disease will attack all spe- 
cies of elm, and that only the Si- 
berian and Asiatic species show any 
resistance. Fortunately, phloem ne- 
crosis is spreading more slowly and 
at present is confined to areas south

of the 40th parallel and west of the 
Appalachians. The disease attacks 
only the American elm, and some 
plants of this species are highly re- 


* sistant. 


The carrier of Dutch elm disease is 
an introduced bark beetle, and the 
carrier of phloem necrosis is a native 
leaf hopper. Native insects are con- 
trolled to a certain extent by natural 
predators, whereas introduced in- 
sects increase because their natural 
enemies are usually left behind. At 
the present time the only control of 
either disease consists of control of 
the insect carriers. 

Sprays that leave long-lasting res- 
idues are recommended for prevent- 
ing the leaf hopper from feeding on 
healthy elms. For this spray, Mr. 
Whitten recommended a DDT emul- 
sion-type spray containing | per cent 
DDT for hydraulic sprayers or 6 pet 
cent for mist blowers applied to the 
foliage when the leaves become full- 
grown (June for the Ohio region 
The speaker stressed the importance 
of thorough coverage of all leaf sur- 
faces. 

Sanitation Methods 


For the control of Dutch elm dis- 
ease Mr. Whitten recommended, 
first sanitation; that is, locating and 
destroying disease-killed elms, storm- 
broken branches, recently cut fire- 
wood, fence posts, etc., the preferred 
breeding places of elm bark beetles. 
The beetles will not breed in elm 
wood without bark or in wood that 
has been dead for more than a year. 

Without minimizing the impor- 
tance of sanitation as a measure to 
supplement spraying, Mr. Whitten 
mentioned a number of reasons why 
sanitation may fail. Adult elm bark 
beetles can fly at least three miles 
and probably much further, and it 
is often difficult for towns and prop- 
erty owners to Carry on sanitation be- 
yond areas under their jurisdiction. 
During spring and summer, elm bark 
beetles mature in five to seven weeks, 
requiring prompt action in detecting 
and destroying breeding places be- 
fore the adult beetles emerge and fly 
away. Areas of wild, low-value elms 
must not be neglected, since the bee- 
tles breed there as readily as in areas 
of high-value elms. Bark beetle 
breeding places are not always easy 
to detect. They have been found in 


dead areas on the trunks and 
branches of elms that appear to be in 
excellent condition. 


Spray Controls 


A second control measure recom. 
mended consists of sprays for pre- 
venting adult beetles from feeding ip 
the smaller twig crotches or in the 
bark of smaller branches in living 
trees. A DDT emulsion-type spray 
containing xylol as the DDT sol- 
vent) diluted to 2 per cent DDT 
for hydraulic sprayers and to 12 per 
cent for mist blowers was recom- 
mended, to be applied while the tre: 
is dormant. All bark 
the trunk, branches and twigs must 
be thoroughly covered. One appli- 
cation is sufficient to control Dutch 
elm disease. However, if both Dutcl 
elm disease and phloem necrosis ar 
to be controlled, then both the bark 
beetle and the leaf hopper spray must 
be applied.

Woody Ornamental Diseases 


Dr. Spencer H. Davis, extension 
specialist in plant pathology, college 
of agriculture, the State University 
of New Jersey, New Brunswick, dis- 
cussed “Woody Ornamental Plant 
Diseases and Their Control,” stating 
that about 90 per cent of plant trou- 
bles are not diseases at all, but physi- 
ological disorders, most of which re- 
sult from improper choice of plants 
for a certain location. Excessive mois- 
ture and excessive heat with its ac- 
companying dryness, majot 
causes of plant disorders, can best 
be minimized by matching the crop 
to the soil.

The two most common troubles of 
holly trees, spine spot and leaf scorch, 
are not true Spine spot, 
small gray spots with a purple halo, 
is caused by spines of one leaf punc- 
turing the blades of adjacent leaves 
These spots are not to be confused 
with holes made by the female holly 
leaf miner, which have neither a 
gray center nor a purple halo. Leaf 
scorch results from water or ice be- 
ing on the leaf under bright sun- 
shine; scalding of tissue follows, after 
which secondary fungi may attack 
the area and produce fruiting bodies 
sometimes blamed for the spot.

The 27th annual Ohio short course 
for arborists, landscape gardeners 
and nurserymen, held January 16 to 
18 at the Neil House, Columbus, O., 
was attended by more than 300 per- 
sons who came from 12 states, Can- 
ada and the Netherlands. 

Nurserymen’s day, January 18, 
during the Ohio short course was 
sponsored jointly by the department 
of horticulture and forestry, Ohio 
State University, and the Ohio 
Nurserymen’s Association. 

Opening Session 


Dr. L. C. Chadwick opened the 
first session of the meeting and intro- 
duced Prof. Kenneth Reisch as chair- 
man of the morning program. Pro- 
fessor Reisch has recently been 
appointed to the staff of the depart- 
ment of horticulture and forestry and 
will divide his time between teach- 
ing and research on woody ornamen- 
tal plants. 

Professor Reisch introduced Dr. 
D. C. Kiplinger, department of horti- 
culture and forestry, Ohio State Uni- 
versity, who was moderator of a pan- 
el discussion on soil fumigation and 
sterilization. Other members of the 


panel included George Hennings, 
Hennings Greenhouse & Nursery, 


Swanton; Jack Siebenthaler, the 
Siebenthaler Co., Dayton; Zophar P. 
Warner, Warner Nurseries, Wil- 
loughby, and Professor Reisch. 

Topics of the panel discussion 
were portable sterilizers, calcium cy- 
anamide, Larvacide, methyl bromide 
and Vapam. 


Methyl! Bromide 


Mr. Hennings, grower of chrysan- 
themums and nursery stock, dis- 
cussed his experiences with methy] 
bromide. He pointed out that since 
methyl brornide is odorless, 2 per 


cent chlorpicrin, or tear gas, is added 
to it so that its presence may be de- 
tected. 

Mr. Hennings stated that direc- 
tions should be followed closely in 
using methyl bromide and some of 
the newer soil fumigants. He pointed 
out that soil temperature is highly 
important, and although the mate- 
rial will work at slightly lower tem- 
peratures, the soils should be at 60 
degrees Fahrenheit or above. Also, 
soil should be moist and the covering 
used should be absolutely tight. 

Mr. Hennings declared he had 
been able to control weeds, including 
quack grass and chickweed, weed 
seeds, nematodes, damping-off and 
chrysanthemum wilt with methyl 
bromide. The recommended rate of 
application is one pound to 100 cu- 
bic feet of soil. Mr. Hennings uses 
slightly more than this and feels that 


the increased cost is money well

When treating beds, Mr. Hennings 
works up the and if it is not 
moist, waters it. He then uses a 4- 
foot length of 34-inch pipe to punch 
holes to a depth of 12 inches. The 
holes are spaced about 12 inches 
apart. The hose through which the 
methyl bromide will discharge is then 
pushed through a hole about half 
way to the top of a gallon can, and 
three or four more holes are made 
in the top of the can. Mr. Hennings 
stated that the gallon can permits 
slow vaporization of the methyl bro- 
mide. If the material is discharged 
on the soil, it vaporizes too rapidly 
and poor results will be obtained. 
The bed is covered with a 4-mil clear 
plastic cover supported so that a tent 
effect is obtained over the bed. It 
was suggested that burlap bags filled

with straw are ideal for this pur- 
pose. The cover is held in place by 
small sandbags laid around the

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Ohio Short Course 


Clinic and Talks at Landscape Day 


The program for the landscape 
gardeners’ day, January 17, at the 
annual Ohio short course held at 
the Neil House, Columbus, opened 
with a talk on “Walls and Walks,” 
by Prof. Victor H. Ries, of the de- 


partment of horticulture and _for- 
estry, Ohio State University. 
Professor Ries stated that rock 


gardens are coming into use again, 
and walls, in particular dry rock 
walls, are the practical solution to 
rock garden interest. Dry rock walls 
are easy to construct, as they are 
built on top of the ground and the 
cracks can be left open. 

Up to three to four feet in height, 
dry walls have remarkable stability 
and permanence. There are four 
points to keep in mind for a wall 
of this height. First, the rocks should 
be about 12x12 inches and thin rath- 
er than thick. Each rock should slope 
in toward the bank against which 
it is built, so that any slipping will 
be in rather than out. Second, if 
the wall is built on a slope, the rocks 
should be laid horizontally rather 
than to follow the slope. Third, if 
properly planted, plants will spread 
and grow and cover any defects. 
Fourth, the soil behind the wall 
should be firmed well to prevent cav- 
ing in. If the wall is to be over three 
feet high, the rocks should be more 
than 12 inches wide for stability. 


Use of Walls 


Walls can be used to face artificial 
fills when one is creating a patio on 
another level, and level yards can 
be made into two levels by walls. 
A sunken garden creates a drainage 
problem. One of the features of dry 
rock walls is that the planting sur- 
face is not only in the face of the 
wall, but above it also. Above walls 
is a good place for small spring bulbs. 
For the more demanding plants, a 
planting mixture of equal parts of 
sand, soil and peat is recommended. 
In planting a wall, a person should 
know the habits of the plants used, 
so they will not crowd each other. 
One plant that should never be used 
near rock walls is ajuga, as it will 
take over and crowd out other items. 

Walks and paths can give interest 
and charm to a garden, particularly 
a small one. A medium-size garden 
can be made more interesting by 
good division of the garden into 
small areas, and a path or walk is

one way to make divisions. In a 
larger garden area, instead of open 
space between plantings, walks are 
well used and tend to lead the visitor 
from one part of the garden to an- 
other. 

Kinds of Walks 

A simple walk is made of stepping 
stones, which eliminate wear and 
tear on a grass path. Stones should 
be one foot wide and set with 18 
to 20 inches between centers. Pro- 
fessor Ries stated that he likes brick 
walks with the bricks set unmortared, 
as giving more charm. New bricks 
are hard, but bricks from old build- 
ing are more inclined to moss. 

In wooded areas, gravel paths can 
be used, in keeping with the sur- 
rounding plant material. Stone 
walks, which were popular some 
years ago, are expensive and hard 
to lay. In the frost zone, stones should 
be set mortared on sand and gravel. 
Grass walks are simple and can be 
quite attractive, especially when bor- 
dered by perennials or other types 
of low plants. Steep, grassy paths 
can be given better footing by the 
use of half steps, which consist of 
a single row of bricks on end. Pro- 
fessor Ries emphasized that walks 
should be amply wide. 


Steps used in connection with 
walks should generally be for a 
change in grade, rather than on 


slopes. When steps are used with 
walls, they should be constructed of 
the same material as the walls. 
Professor Ries showed many color- 
ful slides to illustrate his talk and dis- 
tributed a list of better rock garden 
plants suitable for dry rock walls. 


Other Topics 


The second speaker of the morning 
session was Dr. W. H. Daniel, turf 
specialist, Purdue University. Dr. 
Daniel gave two talks, the first, “A 
Midwest Appraisal of Merion Blue- 
grass and Zoysia,” and the second, 
“Lawn Pest Control; Weeds, Dis- 
eases and Insects.” Both talks will 
be reported in a later issue of this 
magazine. 

John Siebenthaler, Siebenthaler 
Co., Dayton, O., spoke on “New 
Thoughts on Landscape Design and 
Plant Use,” giving ideas that were 
thought-provoking. A summary of 
his talk will appear on these pages 
at a later date.

The final topic of the afternoon 
session was a landscape clinic, or 
general question and answer period, 
The panel members were Professor 
Ries, Dr. Daniel and Mr. Sieben- 
thaler. Among the questions asked 
and answers given were the follow- 
ing: 

Q. Is there any control for quack 
grass that can be applied in winter 
so that a spring planting on the 
treated soil will be possible? 

A. Mr. Siebenthaler. Apply Dal- 


apon, then plow. 


Q. What are some types and 
sources of gravel for walks? 
A. Mr. Siebenthaler. Pea eravel 


is good and has been used for vears. 
One source is a gravel pit, if the 
gravel is graded so a No. 6 limestone 
is available. The stone is white and 
has a clean look, but does cut ladies’ 
shoe heels. Crushed tile is a good 
material but is hard to get. Blue and 
green slate would be a striking ma- 
terial if available. 

Q. What types 
are advisable? 

A. Mr. Siebenthaler. No. 6 crushed 
stone used as a 2-inch mulch. 


of hard mulches 


Q. How much customer resistance 
is encountered in setting plants out 
from under the overhang of houses? 

A. Mr. Siebenthaler. There is not 
much resistance, especially when the 
customer is shown that it is quite ad- 
vantageous to him to have the plants 
planted properly. 

Q. What can be done when a cus- 
tomer insists on planting something 
in a place that is not suitable? 

A. Mr. Siebenthaler. If the per- 
son cannot be persuaded to change 
his mind, a plant similar to the one 
he wants may be suggested. Show 
the client something better than he 
had in mind, price it right and give 
good quality. 

Q. If aerifying sod is practiced, 
is rolling necessary? 

A. Dr. Daniel. Rolling is most 
effective in late winter to push the 
crowns of the grass plants down after 
heaving. Rolling must be done be- 
fore the first hard rain. Rolling after 
aerifying will help a putting green 
or other flat surface, but is not of 
much advantage on lawns. 

Q. In aerifying, is the removal of 
a plug better than cutting slices of 
the lawn?

Hears Varied Talks 


At Indiana Meeting

noon session January 11, welcoming 
the nurserymen to Purdue. The hor- 
ticultural booklet, “Our Life De- 
pends on Horticulture,” was dis- 
tributed. 

D. L. Schuder, Purdue University, 
presented a discussion on borers and 
their control. He outlined and 
showed colored slides of his initial 
experiments for the prevention and 
control of borers on ornamental and 
shade trees and outlined projects for 
the coming year. He showed sam- 
ples of the various tree wraps being 
tested, among which were burlap 
strips, crinkle paper, corrugated 
paper, plastics and metal foil. He 
gave the life history of the more 
serious types of borers, most impor- 
tant of which are the round and flat- 
headed apple tree borers and bronze 
birch borers. He showed colored 
slides of these insects, with the char- 
acteristic damage, and explained 
how the pests might be identified. 

The problem of controlling animal 
pests in the nursery was discussed 
by W. D. Fitzwater, Purdue Univer- 


sity. Emphasis was placed on preven- 
tive and protective measures, rathe1 
than eradication. To date, Goodrite 
Zip appears to be the most effective 
and most economical application for 
preventing damage from rabbits and 
deer. 

The application of soil insecticides 
which eliminate or greatly reduce 
the grub population are recom- 
mended for lessening the problems 
with moles, as moles seek out those 
areas where there is an ample supply 
of grubs for food. Trapping appears 
to be the most practical method for 
mole eradication and the proper use 
of poison baits the most effective for 
control of rats and mice.

HORTON JOINS A. A. N. STAFF 





James A. Horton 


The board of directors of the American 
Association of Nurserymen has appointed 
James A. Horton to the Washington staff. 
Mr. Horton was formerly with the federal 
trade commission as director of the bureau 
of industry cooperation and later as coun- 
sel to the bureau of consultation. He 
retired June 30, 1955. 

Mr. Horton’s duties will be to keep in 
close contact with the members of the 
commission in the final drafting of the 
fair trade practice rules for the nursery 
industry. With his 34 years’ service with 
the commission in many capacities, he 
is highly qualified to do this. 

Following promulgation of the rules, 
he will continue close cooperative liaison 
with the commission and will be available 
to A. A. N. members for consultation on 
fair trade problems that may arise. 

Mr. Horton was active in developing 
the cooperative activities of the commis- 
sion, particularly during his tenure as 
director of the bureau of industry cooper- 
ation. A major part of the task involved 
obtaining the support of business, industry 
and the consuming public. 

He was born in Youngstown, O., where 
he was educated in the public schools and 
was graduated from the Rayen School of 
that city. He received his law degree from 
the University of Michigan in 1910 and 
was admitted to practice law in the state 
of Ohio the same year. Shortly there- 
after, he went to Washington, D. C.., 
where, during World War I, he was 
principal attorney in the enforcement of 
the postal provisions of the espionage and 
trading with the enemy acts under Post- 
master General Albert Sidney Burleson.

Trade Practices Discussed 
The A. A. N. film, “Landscape 


for Living,” was shown to the nurs- 
erymen at this point. At the conclu- 
sion of the film, Clark Kidd, Arp 
Nursery Co., Tyler, Tex., chairman 
of the A. A. N. trade practices com- 
mittee, was presented as able also to 
represent the interests the Na- 
tional Mail Order Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation in the matter.

The 
chief points which remained for 
trade discussion were given as the 
rules regarding substitutions and the 
use of the term “nursery” in firm 
names by businesses that did not 
grow the products they sold.

Dr. White, commenting on _ the 
Washington hearing of January 9, 
declared that the session brought out 
the need for counsel to assist in 
drafting trade suggestions for presen- 
tation to the FTC. In consequence, 
James Horton had been employed as 
a consultant and, as of more recent 
date, had been hired for at least a 
year’s service to advise members on 
FTC matters. Mr. Horton spoke 
briefly, stressing the point that the 
FTC is chiefly concerned with the 
protection of the public against de- 
ception.

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Public Hearing at Chicago 


Fair Trade Practice Rules Debated 


The concluding public hearing by 
the federal trade commission on the 
proposed trade practice rules for 
the nursery industry was held in the 
Illinois room of the LaSalle hotel, 
Chicago, January 19. Coming at the 
conclusion of conventions of the IIli- 
nois State Nurserymen’s Association, 
the National Mail Order Nursery- 
men’s Association and the National 
Landscape Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion, the meeting, as expected, drew 
a large attendance, after  pro- 
crammed discussions of the proposed 
rules by the several trade groups. 

Regional industry trade practice 
conferences had _ previously been 
held in Chicago, August 11, 1954; in 
jan Francisco, Calif., September 14, 
1954, and in New York city, N. Y.. 
September 28, 1954. January 9, 1956, 
a public hearing was held at Wash- 
ington, D. C. At each of these ses- 
sions the trade had been represented 
by officials of the A. A. N. and other 
members. 

Commission attorney, E. M. Hall, 
Jr., was chairman of the January 19 
meeting. The commission’s repre- 
sentative accompanying Attorney 
Hall was Lowell B. Mason. Dr. 
Richard P. White, executive vice- 
president of the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, and Clark Kidd, 
Arp Nursery Co., Tyler, Tex., chair- 
man of the A. A. N. trade practices 
committee, were the official spokes- 
men for the industry, being assisted 
from time to time by James Horton, 
newly employed counsel for the 
A. A. N. on FTC matters, who was 
useful in preparing rapid rephrasing 
of suggested rule revisions as ideas 
were expressed and clarified both by 
nurserymen on the floor and by the 
FTC representatives. The hearing 
opened at 10 a. m. and continued 
into the late afternoon, 


Debated Points 


Attention at the hearing was first 
concentrated on the areas where 
trade opinions varied from the pro- 
posed rules. As the trade viewpoints 
had been freely expressed previously, 
especially at the A. A. N. program 
the afternoon of January 18, Dr. 
White, with Attorney Horton’s aid, 
had been enabled to prepare new 
proposals incorporating some of the 
added opinions. However, as noted, 
fresh ideas developed during the 
session that necessitated still further 
changes. Since most of the pertinent 


discussion was reported in connec- 
tion with the A. A. N. meeting, 
printed elsewhere in this issue, only 
major added points and conclusive 
suggestions are cited at this time. 

With reference to rule 1—General 
Misrepresentation, a revision was 
offered for section containing 
the reference to sales of bench-grown 
roses. The new wording of the prac- 
tice to be inhibited was as follows: 

“(g) A representation that nurs- 
ery products which have been used 
for commercial production of cut 
flowers will continue flowering, al- 
though practically exhausted by such 
use, insofar as further production of 
flowers is concerned (e. g., the sale 
of greenhouse bench rosebushes 
unless adequate disclosure is made in 
immediate conjunction with such 
representation that such stock has 
been previously used in the commer- 
cial production of cut flowers.” 

At a later point, a request was 
made from the floor that paragraph 
1 of rule 1 should have the numbe1 
of times a plant has been transplant- 
ed as another point on which decep- 
tion would be an unfair practice. 

Rule 2—Deception Through Use 
of Names, drew no comment, though 
much material had been offered on 
it at the recent Washington hearing, 
according to Attorney Hall.

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Substitution 
ideas 


Discussion on rule 3 
of Products, reiterated 
brought out the day before. Labels 
showing various wordings of substi- 
tution statements were submitted to 
the chairman. Dr. White also 
stressed the perishable nature of the 
trade’s products and the fact that 
they cannot always be stocked and 
kept available like some other mer- 
chandise. Including in the rule per- 
mission for the buyer to return the 
substituted item for refund or othe 
satisfactory adjustment was part of 
an amended wording offered by the 
committee. There was also emphasis 
on the point that judgment was ex- 
ercised in substitutions by the careful 
nurseryman. Substitutions are not 
always made, nor is stock that is 
unsuitable sent as a replacement. 

The use of a statement on an or- 
der blank or in a catalog that the 
firm reserved the right to substitute 
was offered by a nurseryman as a 
possible satisfactory technique. 

After the group had been asked 
if it would agree to including in the 
original amendment the statement 
that prompt refund of the full pur- 
chase price would be made when 
substitute items were returned by a 
buyer, the chairman asked for a 
show of hands by those approving

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Tips for Better Landscapes 


Walls in the Landscapes: Part II 


By Clarence E. Lewis 


A wall is part of the landscape 
that adds not only a bit of artistry 
and antiquity, but a feeling of 
strength and an assurance that all 
is well with the world. 

One of the commonest walls is 
the functional type shown in illus- 
trations A and B. A prolonged slope 
to the right and above the brick wall 
shown in illustration A made the 
wall necessary, since the home is to 
the left and within 10 feet of the 
wall. It is often necessary to provide 
a shallow ditch and even drainage 
tile above the wall to divert the wa- 
ter. Occasional outlets in such a wall 
are also necessary so that water may 
drain through and not collect in 
back of it. The brick was painted 
white to match a white house. 

The wall in illustration B serves 
a similar purpose, but also helps pro- 
vide a lawn that is not too steep and 
can be more easily mowed. A ground 
cover of myrtle is used in the narrow 
strip between the base of the wall 
and the road. This is desirable, since 
any lawn is difficult to maintain un- 
der such conditions. Not only is 
mowing a problem, but trimming 
must be done along the entire length 
of the wall. Small areas tend to dry 
out more readily, making watering 
a necessity. The type of stone em- 
ployed is questionable, possibly, but 
it was a case of taking what was

available, since stone is not plentiful 
in the area. 


Top Planting 


Planting at the top of the wall is 
a matter of personal preference. 
Attention drifts more readily to the 
house beyond if grass is brought to 
the wall. A planting has a tendency 
to separate the wall from the rest 
of the property if not done in good 
taste. Flowering plants should be 
eliminated if you do not want the 
public’s attention on the wall. In this 
way the area looks as though it all

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belongs to the same individual and 
gives a feeling of harmony and sim. 
plicity. 

Illustration C shows a study in 
the use of stones to form a wall pat- 
tern. When stones all of the same 
relative thickness are used, no single 
portion of the wall will stand out, 
but a large stone used in a wall of 
flat stones, as shown in illustration 
C, attracts attention to the one spot. 
Large stones placed near the top 
tend to make the wall appear short- 
er, and the reverse tends to make it 
seem higher. A particular interest 
point can be emphasized if stone 
walls are a part of the garden scene. 
Walls need not be long since short 
ones can be interesting parts of a 
rolling topography. 

The wall shown in illustration D 
may seem bold and perhaps appear 
to be too much wall. The effect can 
be softened by having plants at the 
top that hang over the edge, such as 
rock cotoneaster. To put a low 
planting only at the top of such an 
area emphasizes the wall even more. 
Taller plants tend to give a more 
even relationship of foliage and 


stone. If plantings are possible at 
the base, then walls are less obvious, 
but such plantings are not possible 
in this case, since the wall is part 
of the turncourt of a_black-top 
driveway.

Tree Root Walls 


It is necessary to wall tree roots 
that are left above the ground area 
after some houses are constructed. 
Illustration E depicts a homemade 
but nevertheless effective job. Such 
a wall always looks better if made 
of stone similar to that of the house 
or a nearby wall. Occasionally the 
tree is on a side of the property 
where it is necessary to taper the 
wall so that it slopes into the lawn 
area. Cobblestones have been used 
in this kind of wall, but are not the 
most effective, since they are often 
foreign to any of the surroundings. 

Walls and walks make interesting 
combinations where the walk is on a 
series of levels. This terraced lawn 
area can use walls that begin by the 
few steps at each landing and then 
feather in to the surrounding lawn. 
The steps and walk seem to be better 
integrated into the landscape scheme 
when done with this partial wall. To 
wall completely every change in ele- 
vation can be not only a major oper- 
ation, but can result in overemphasis 
of stone or brick, whichever may 
have been used. 

The same material used in the 
wall by the steps can be repeated in 
the riser areas of the lawn, but if 
the materials are in too uniform a 
distribution, then the landscape has 
a cut and dried appearance. If 
bricks are used, a few of them can 
produce the effect of a wall in the 
riser part of the lawn. When two or 
three terraced areas are dealt with, 
the partial walls should be of differ- 
ent sizes and should be placed at 
varying distances from the walk or

steps. The height and length of each 
terrace should have a direct bearing 
on how heavy the treatment should 
be. 

The use of brick or stone in this 
type of landscaping is similar to the 
formation of a shrub border. One 
does not ordinarily use the same 
number of shrubs of each species, 
such as three linden viburnums, 
three maximum _ rhododendrons, 
three mountain laurels and so on 
down the line. The border is more 
appealing if the number of each 
shrub type varies. If two shrub bor- 
ders are planned, do not have plants 
of the same species directly opposite 
each other. 


Painted Brick Wall 


When stones or bricks are used for 
the terrace walls, it is doubly advan- 
tageous to use the materials that are 
a part of the house construction. 
Wood is usually difficult to use, but 
if the house is white, then white- 
painted brick can be employed. This 
is not easy, but it can be pleasingly 
accomplished. 

In illustration F, a fence has been 
placed on top a stone wall. This may 
appear fortress-like in the picture, 
but in reality it is not, since large 
trees in the foreground rise above 
it. One reason for building the fence 
was that it affords desired privacy 
by screening the front porch of the 
house. Plants could have been used 
behind the fence, with a vine trailing 
over a part of it, as an attractive 
frame for the house. The owners 
wanted the work done as it is, and 
that is one of the rules you play by, 
oftentimes. 


Combining Materials 


In illustration G, four different 
materials have been used, although

ordinarily such variety is not a good 
idea. In this case local stone, brick, 
flagstone and fossil rocks have be- 
come a part of the walls and steps. 
Plants relieve the situation. 


Brick Steps 


Brick was used for building the 
steps for two reasons, first because it 
made each step more conspicuous 
and consequently less hazardous to 
people going to and from the front 
entrance, and second, because it was 
easier to use. The partial wall of flat 
stones near the trunk of the large 
sugar maple extends across the front 
of the house, as shown in illustra- 
tion D, on page 13, in the January 
15 issue of the American Nursery- 
man. 

Along with the myrtle, various 
rock plants have been used in the 
bank of fossil rock. Strongly colored 
plants are a little difficult to use with 
a simple rustic house like the one 
in the illustration. The result is 
usually more appealing if foliage 
plants, white flowers or plants with 
inconspicuous flowers are used. 

Stonecrop (sedum) is one of the 
most usable groups, as are hen and 
chickens (sempervivum). Semper- 
vivum tectorum (roof houseleek) 
and S. arachnoideum (spider house- 
leek) are easily adapted as long as 
the area is well drained. The drain- 
age is aided by employing tile, as 
shown at the lower left in illustra- 
tion G. 


More Wall Plants 


Additional plants for stone banks 
or niches in rock walls are candy- 
tuft, which in many areas holds its 
foliage all winter; thyme (Thymus 
serpyllum and varieties), which is 
better suited to less steep banks and

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Merchandising and Advertising 


Covered at Virginia Meeting

The John Marshall hotel, Rich- 
mond, Va., was the scene of the 25th 
annual meeting of the Virginia 
Nurserymen’s Association, January 
22 to 24. 

Elected as officers for the coming 
year were George Stockner, Laird’s 
Nurseries, Richmond, president; 
John Tankard, the Tankard Nurs- 
eries, Exmore, vice-president, and 
Charles L. Otey, Southside Nurs- 
eries, Richmond, secretary-treasurer. 
S. E. Quillen was elected to the ex- 
ecutive committee. 

A. J. Shoosmith was convention 
chairman, and George Stockner was 
program chairman. 

Six gallons of fresh Virginia oys- 
ters, with other refreshments, served 
during the cocktail hour January 22, 
were enjoyed by 250 nurserymen and 
friends, representing 10 states. Aft- 
erward, dinner was served in the 
Virginia room, when guests were in- 
troduced and_ wildlife pictures 
shown. 

A. A. N. Speakers 

The meeting was called to orde 
January 23 by the president, M. S. 
McKinney, Hedge Lawn Nursery, 
Roanoke. The invocation was of- 
fered by Prof. A. G. Smith, depart- 
ment of horticulture, Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute, followed by a 
brief address by the president. Cur- 
tis H. Porterfield, secretary, Ameri- 
can Association of Nurserymen, 
spoke on changes affecting nurserv- 
men and services being offered by 
the A. A. N. to assist nurserymen 
in meeting changing conditions, em- 
phasizing group insurance now 
available, promotion services and 
information being supplied on wage 
and hour legislation changes, point- 
ing out that those exempt were still 
exempt, but that each nurseryman 
should analyze his own situation 
and determine his status. 

The A. A. N. was also represented 
by its president, Vernon Marshall, 
Arlington, Neb. He spoke on work 
being done and services rendered by 
the A. A. N., one of the most impor- 
tant undertakings being the formula- 
tion of fair trade practice rules for 
the industry, which will soon be com- 
pleted. Mr. Marshall also referred 
to the gypsy moth problem, which he 
believes can be controlled by DDT 
properly applied. He reported find- 
ing nurserymen optimistic and a con- 


tinued strong demand for nursery 
stock. 
Modern Merchandising 


Richard M. Wyman, Jr., general 
manager, Wyman’s Nurseries & Gar- 
den Center, Framingham, Mass., 
spoke on “Merchandising Nursery 
Products the Modern Way.” He 
pointed out that there are two ways 
of merchandising quality selling 
and price selling. A successful oper- 
ator cannot do both. Operating a 
garden center covers much more 
than displaying and selling. People 
must be drawn to a nursery or gar- 
den center by economical means of 
advertising which depends much on 
local conditions, no one plan being 
100 per cent successful everywhere. 
Advertising cost of 4 per cent is con- 
sidered conservative, while some 
spend much more. In advertising, 
merely giving the name of the nurs- 
ery and material offered is not 
enough; the planter should be told 
how your plants and service will 
benefit him. Mr. Wyman reminded 
Virginia nurserymen that thei 
greatest competition is not from fel- 
low nurserymen but other commodi- 
ties, and it is up to nurserymen to 
attract their share of the consumer’s 
dollar. 

Most important in garden centet 
merchandising is quality stock, indi- 
vidually tagged, priced and properly 
displayed. Off-grade plants may be 
moved to a bargain counter in the 
back—never left in a front display 
section. The importance of trained, 
courteous salespeople familiar with 
company policies and stocks was em- 
phasized. 


Merchandising Panel 


Merchandising and public rela- 
tions served as the subject for a panel 
discussion. Moderated by W. B. 
Higgs, Fairfax, the panel was made 
up of A. J. Lancaster, Jr., Ports- 
mouth; John McDonald, Hampton; 
A. J. Shoosmith, Richmond, and 
Byron E. Wates, Falls Church. Mr. 
Lancaster discussed container-grown 
material and pointed out that it 
offers the advantages of year-around 
selling and few replacements. 

Mr. Wates spoke on landscape 
plans, and stated he preferred to 
charge for the plan, crediting the 
plan cost on the cost of plant mate- 
rials, if and when purchased. Mr. 
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Shoosmith spoke on the value of cus. 
tomer good will, but said he disap. 
proved of good will acquired at the 
expense of gifts in plant material. 
Garden Center Talk 


Mr. McDonald discussed garden 
center merchandising. He finds jt 
good business to stock related garden 
supplies for the convenience of his 
customers. Display beds are changed 
frequently; stock, bearing tags giv- 
ing common name and price, is kept 
fresh. 

C. R. Willey, Virginia state en- 
tomologist, spoke on “The Impor- 
tance of Quality Nursery Stock,” re. 
minding nurserymen they could not 
expect quality stock with bugs. 

Howard P. Quadland, A. A. N. 
director of public information, told 
how the “Plant Virginia” program 
may be tied in with the national pro- 
gram, mentioning home, church, 
school, highway and industry plant- 
ing. He said that home building may 
be off slightly this year, while other 
types of construction will be up. 

State Senator Harry F. Byrd, Jr., 
was the banquet speaker January 23. 
As the son of possibly the world’s 
largest apple grower and an apple 
grower in his own right, he is no 
stranger among nurserymen. The 
senator's topic was “Federal and 
State Legislation.” 


Advertising and Sales 


On January 24, Owen Wood, 
Bristol, served as moderator of a 
panel discussion on advertising and 
sales. The panel consisted of E. M. 
Quillen, Waynesboro; J. R. Richard- 
son, Roanoke: George Stockner, 
Richmond, and Wendell Winn, Nor- 
folk. Mr. Quillen spoke on advertis- 
ing, emphasizing the importance of 
placing ads where they will reach 
the class of customers sold and of 
having a carefully worked out adver- 
tising plan rather than haphazard 
hot-or-miss advertising. Mr. Winn 
recommended working with archi- 
tects, making known available mate- 
rial and offering service in laying 
out subdivisions to preserve exist- 
ing trees. Such service often builds 
good will, resulting in more business 
for the nursery. 

Mr. Richardson spoke on coopera- 
tive advertising done by local nurs- 
erymen urging planters to patronize 
local nurseries. He also reported on 
his new garden center providing for 
self-service. 

Mr. Stockner carried on the gen- 
eral theme of the entire meeting, 
selling quality, by advocating adver- 
tising and supplying quality mer- 
chandise rather than attempting to 
attract customers at bargain prices 
on low-grade merchandise. 
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Washington Meeting on Freeze Damage 


Heavier registration than at any 
previous winter meeting of the 
Washington State Nurserymen’s As- 
and chapter 28 of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men and an informative program 
marked the 1956 convention held at 
the Benjamin Franklin hotel, Seattle, 
January 23 and 24. Registration was 
102. There were 34 trade exhibitors.

The most distinguishing character- 
istic of the assembly was the deter- 
mination of the nurserymen, who 
had suffered serious losses, from 35 
per cent to 90 per cent of their stock, 
and felt it would take from eight to 
10 years to rebuild inventories to 
their status prior to the sudden 
freeze last November. 

Small Business Loans 

Chief address of the first meeting 
was by Dr. Robert F. Buck, regional 
director of the small business admin- 
istration, Seattle. Dr. Buck defined 
the SBA and told his listeners what 
it could do to help them in their 
present difficulty. A small business, 
he said, is one employing fewer than 
500 persons. The purpose of the 


loans is to restore the business to pre- 
disaster status. Dr. Buck stated that 
even if a man can obtain bank funds 
for 90 days, that does not bar him 
from an SBA loan. Although private 
resources must be exhausted first, a 
nurseryman need not mortgage his

home before being eligible for SBA 
funds unless such home is an integral 
part of his nursery business. 

Dr. Buck stressed that though this 
form of disaster loan was never set 
up to cover the kind of disaster suf- 
fered by Pacific northwest growers 
and nurserymen, but was intended 
to cover outright losses, SBA has len- 
iency features which make it adjust- 
able to small business needs. For in- 
stance, he has authority to lend to 
rehabilitate material, and to vary 
the time limit allowed between the 
borrower's application for a loan and 
his actual use of the money, which 
is normally set at six months. Be- 
cause nurserymen will not know un- 
til July or August of this year 
whether they will require the full 
amount requested for their loan, they 
may make application for money to 
cover all stock which now looks 
dead, although some may recover. 
Time limits for use of the money will 
be extended. They may draw against 
their loan,.as need arises, paying in- 
terest only on what they actually 
use. 

While repayment of SBA loans is 
usually on the monthly basis, time of 
repayment is adjustable. It can be 
set to coincide with the nurserymen’s 
peak income periods. 

Dr. Buck advised nurserymen to 
go to the SBA office for clarification 
of points and assured them that 
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every effort would be made to find 
solutions to their particular problems 
and make liberal interpretation ol 
rules. 

Ordinarily 10 days elapse between 
time of application for a loan and 
its availability, but because of flood 
disasters in Oregon and California, 
the Seattle SBA is short of men. So 
far, there have been 125 inquiries 
from Washington state nurserymen 
in regard to loan requirements. Time 
to complete loans will of necessity 
be longer than normal. Dr. Buck 
suggested that loan applicants have 
losses certified before applying for 
loans. 


Bylaws Revision 


Bryan Taylor reported on new 
W.S. N. A. bylaws under process of 
revision by a committee undér his 
chairmanship. Many of the changes 
were submitted and approved at last 
summer’s meeting. The committee 
was instructed to study further the 
matter of chapter subdivisions for 
approval at next summer’s meeting 
Eight areas were suggested as chap- 
ter locations—the Olympic penin- 
sula, Tacoma, Vancouver, Yakima, 
Wenatchee, Spokane, the northwest 
Washington area and Seattle. One 
director is suggested for each 50 
members.

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Holly Society Hears Reports 


On Last Year’s Freeze Damage 
By Charles A. Young, Jr. 


Members of the Holly Society of 
America received firsthand reports 
on the destructive effect of the freeze 
of March 28, 1955, in the south- 
eastern states from three speakers at 
the 19th meeting of the society held 
at Clemson College, Clemson, S. C., 
January 16 and 17. 

Jackson M. Batchelor, Willard, 
N. C., while speaking on the subject 
“Growing Ilex Cornuta for Christ- 
mas Cuttings,” cited the loss of mar- 
ketable sprays at 40 per cent on 
American holly and damage to 2 and 
3-year-old wood on English holly. 
He also remarked that Ilex opaca 
Howard was not affected by flood- 
ing with 10 inches of salt water as 
the result of hurricane Connie; how- 
ever,-Ilex altaclarensis was damaged 
by the same flood conditions. 

Beginning in 1947, the speaker 
planted 18 varieties of American 
holly and seven varieties of English 
holly to determine the most desir- 
able variety for commercial cuttings 


of Christmas sprays. Among the 
varieties tested were Ilex opaca 
Taber No. 3, Howard, St. Ann, 


Brooks and a selection named Fal- 
law. Ilex altaclarensis Eldridge and 
Ilex cornuta Shangri-La were also 
tested. The variety Shangri-La was 
selected as being most suitable for 
this purpose in eastern North Caro- 
lina. 

Records maintained by Mr. 


Batchelor show that 47 pounds of 
Christmas sprays were cut from 
5-year-old plants, and 9-year-old 
plants produced 60 pounds of sprays. 
On the podsolic types of soil found 
in his region, planting holly in a 
hole four feet in diameter and in- 
corporating one-half bushel of com- 
posted chicken manure are necessary 
to establish the plant. Three applica- 
tions of 5-10-10 fertilizer annually 
for the first four years are required 
to produce quality holly in quantity. 
Ilex cornuta Shangri-La produced a 
yield three times that of varieties of 
Ilex opaca that commanded twice 
the price of Ilex opaca itself, Mr. 
Batchelor observed. 

During his remarks on “Holly 
Trends in the Southeastern States,” 
Dr. William C. Frierson, Denmark, 
S. C., observed that established holly 
plants were not affected so severely 
by the freezing and drought condi- 
tions as were established azalea and 
camellia plants. The search for supe- 
rior holly varieties to provide plants 
that will suit the particular needs of 
the southeastern states must be car- 
ried on by every member, Dr. Frier- 
son continued. Particular attention 
must be given to developing clones 
of native hollies, such as Ilex vomi- 
toria, to overcome the damaging 
effects of late frosts and drought 
conditions. 

The speaker recommended that

treasurer. 
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growers select their best male plants 
and hand-pollinate them and then 
exclude further pollinizing by insects 
as a step toward developing superior 
native holly. 

The practice of grafting Ilex aqui- 
folium on Ilex cornuta understock 
has proved successful in his opera. 
tions. The use of the cleft graft tech. 
nique and of 1-gallon cans covered 
with glass panes, with sand as a 
shade agent, were methods that he 
employed to overcome propagating 
difficulties and limitation in equip. 
ment, Dr. Frierson observed. 

Holly is a valuable plant for land- 
scape purposes in _ southeastern 
United States and an interest in 
good southern holly must continue 
if the best plants are to be found with 
the least lapse of time. 

The problems created by the freez- 
ing conditions at Chapel Hill, N. C., 
during March, 1955, were discussed 
by F. J. LeClair, landscape superin- 
tendent of the University of North 
Carolina. 

Hedge Recovery 


A hedge of Burford holly planted 
in 1945 was damaged to the center 
of the plants and required pruning 
five times in 1955 to eliminate the 
damaged wood and to maintain the 
appearance of the hedge. During the 
Christmas holiday this hedge was 
fertilized, in an effort to speed recov- 
ery, with chicken manure that had 
been composted since summer. The 
timing of the fertilizer was in part 
determined by the absence of activity 
on the campus during the holidays, 
Mr. LeClair mentioned. A _ side 
dressing of 5-10-10 or 8-8-8 was 
regularly applied to holly plants; 
however, the drought condition of 
the previous two years had produced 
a hedge that matured dwarf leaves 
at a later date than normal. 

An illustrated talk on the “Use of 
Holly in Landscaping” was conduct- 
ed by Robert E. Marvin, Walterboro, 
S. C. He defined landscape architec- 
ture as a fine art dealing with beau- 
tiful and efficient adaptations of 
ground forms and things thereon for 
human use and enjoyment. 


The creation of attractive home 
gardens is dependent upon three 
functions: First, the proper deter- 
mination of the position of the home, 
the service facilities, walks and plant 
materials; second, landscape con- 
struction to form an organized pic- 
ture, and, finally, adequate and con- 
tinuing maintenance. 

The first American gardens were 
created in formal style because all 
art follows government, and the gov- 
ernment of the colonies was a formal

Business Session 


At the closed business session Jan- 
uary 25 it was proposed to have the 
association prepare a publication on 
transplanting and make it available 
to members for distribution.

Kentuckians at Lexington

Mist Propagation 


Mr. Templeton, with the aid of 
excellent colored slides, took the 
group on a tour of his propagation 
system at Winchester. The slides 
showed crops growing over a period 
of several seasons and offered new 
ideas on plant propagation and 
growth. Mr. Templeton exhibited 
a knowledge of details of electricity 
and electronics as well as botany 
and plant physiology. 

After the illustrated lecture, a 
lively question and answer exchange 
covered such questions as type of 
rooting medium, bed fumigation, 
amount of water, subsurface drain- 
age, rooting hormones, stage of ma- 
turity of cutting wood and feeding 
after rooting. 

The problem of when, how and 
how much to advertise nursery 
stock is a difficult one for the aver- 
age nurseryman. The conditions on 
which answers to the problem should 
be based were discussed by Edward 
Templin, promotion manager of the 
Lexington Herald-Leader. Mr.

Templin stated that good advertising 
and good public relations are too 
closely related to be separated, and 
both associated with 
proper selling techniques.

Ideas presented with honesty and 
sincerity must be timely in orde1 
to make up a successful advertising 
program. One should take into 
account in advertising and sales pro- 
motion that the national income is 
up, population is up, and people have 
more leisure and are more conscious 
of their desire for comfort and re- 
laxation. 

Oak Wilt Disease 

Kentucky nurserymen have been 
reading and hearing of the oak wilt 
disease for several years. A complete 
appraisal of the disease and its po- 
tential was made by Harry Nadler, 
assistant director, Kentucky division 
of forestry. Mr. Nadler is in 
charge of forestry management in 
the state. He stated first that oak 
wilt should not be considered a major 
forest disaster and that owners 
should not begin cutting all usable 
oak timber but should continue to 
grow oaks and to use them. After 
explaining the nature of the disease, 
with the aid of several slides for illus- 
tration, he stated that its spread was 
comparatively slow and that alert 
detection and survey work offer a 
good chance of keeping the disease 
under control.

Although the disease is caused by 
a fungus, the infection is of such a 
nature as to make the recovery of 
affected trees out of the question 
»revention of spread by locating and 
destroying infected trees is the only 
practical approach to the problem 
at the present time. 


— 


Some interesting data on the oak 
wilt situation in Kentucky show that 
in 1950 one infected tree was found. 
the first of record; from 1950 to 1954. 
17 infected trees were found, and 
in 1955, 73 trees were found infected 
out of 273 suspects. The severe 
drought years of 1952-53-54 com. 
plicated survey work. All diseased 
trees have been removed and burned, 
Black, red and scarlet oaks com- 
prised 97 per cent of the infected 
trees found. 

The group enjoyed a julep party 
and an excellent dinner served in the 
Gold room. After dinner the tradi- 
tion of having no after-dinner speak- 
ers was broken in order to hear Dr, 
Thomas D. Clark, head of the de- 
partment of history, University of 
Kentucky, speak on “The New and 
Developing South.” 


Japanese Beetle Survey 


On January 25, the nurserymen 
convened in the Red room. Howard 
Tilson reviewed the work within 
the state on Japanese beetle surveys 
and suppression. The report was en- 
couraging, since the three infesta- 
tions which have occurred in the 
past several years have all 
completely treated with insecticides 
and the danger of serious spread for 
the time being is negligible. Mr. 
Tilson also reviewed the Japanese 
beetle situation on a national scale 
and said that further infestations 
brought into Kentucky by artificial 
means constituted the major threat 
in the future.

Several have been con- 
ducted within the state, on the 
white-fringed beetle and European 
chafer. Kentucky, as yet, is consid- 
ered free from these two pests. 


surveys 


Nursery pests and recommenda- 
tions for their control were discussed 
by Dr. J. G. Rodriguez, research 
entomologist, University of Ken- 
tucky. Using colored slides to illus- 
trate his talk, Dr. Rodriguez gave 
a lesson in applied economic ento- 
mology. This is a lesson that all 
nurserymen should review periodi- 
cally in order to keep up to date 
with the rapidly changing develop- 
ments in insecticides. Reviewing 
some recent research work on nurs- 
ery pests, Dr. Rodriguez recom- 
mended the preparation of DDT or

He said 
that even though he did not have a 
nurseryman’s eye and mind, it was 
not difficult for him to realize the 
many deficiencies in the average 
home landscape. He also pointed out 
that of all the businesses he had been 
affiliated with, he knew of no other 
that, like the nurseryman’s, offered 
a produce with the great selling ad- 
vantage of being worth more money 
five years from time of purchase. 

Mr. Sheets’ main theme, however,

was the desirability of selling land- 
scaping on the installment plan. Buy- 
ing out of income, Mr. Sheets said, 
is the popular way today to acquire 
any commodity of real value. Since 
the home is the largest single ex- 
penditure that the ordinary indi- 
vidual makes, and since the average 
American takes pride in his own 
property, Mr. Sheets believes that 
the customer would be willing to buy 
more and better landscaping if he is 
able to pay for the job over a period 
of time. 

In his talk, Mr. Sheets used an 
idea taken from a local nurseryman 
who has been taking pictures of 
homes, enlarging them and, with the 
use of an air brush and india ink, 
adding attractive foundation plant- 
ings, to illustrate for the customer 
how plain his home looks, and how 
attractive it can be when properly 
landscaped. 


Restyled Approach 


Continuing the theme of the meet- 
ing, Joseph Howland, technical edi- 
tor of House Beautiful magazine, 
talked on the subject, “Let’s Restyle 
the Package.” He urged a new ap- 
proach in selling nursery stock and 
more careful thought in advertising.

CONNECTICUT COURSE 

The fourth annual short 
for Connecticut nurserymen 
held January 25 and 26 in the audi- 
torium of the college of agriculture, 
University of Connecticut, Storrs. 
More than 250 nurserymen attended, 
including a considerable number 
from neighboring states. 

Prof. Howard A. Rollins, head of 
the plant science department of the 
university, welcomed the visitors. 
The first day’s session was moderated 
by Kenneth Bradley, assistant profes- 
sor of horticulture, and the second, 
by Harold Perkins, professor of land- 
scape gardening, both of the plant 
science department. Carl J. Glad- 
felter, associate professor of market- 
ing, University of Connecticut, 
spoke on “More Effective Merchan- 
dising” and discussed not only mer- 
chandising, but cost analysis and 
other aspects of selling. 

Charles Godin, Adams Nursery, 
Westfield, Mass., spoke on “Prepa- 
ration of Stock for Sale,” restricting 
the discussion to B&B materials and 
touching on display for cash-and- 
carry retail sales. Thomas Faulkner, 
C. R. Burr & Co., Manchester, 
Conn., then discussed “Handling of 
Bare-root Stock Before Shipment.” 

The afternoon session was divided 
between Ludwig Hoffman, Ludwig 
Hoffman Nursery, Bloomfield, Conn., 
whose topic was “Selling and Plan- 
ning a Landscape Job,” and Clifford 
Corliss, Corliss Bros., Inc., Glouces- 
ter, Mass., who talked about “Cus- 
tomer Service as a Means to Increase 
Landscape Sales.” 

For the 75 nurserymen who were 
staying on campus during the short 
course, evening entertainment was 
provided by Jerauld A. Manter, 
emeritus professor, Storrs, who 
showed slides and gave a talk on the 
“Campus of Yesterday,’ and by 
Lyle L. Blundell, professor of horti- 
culture, University of Massachusetts, 
Amherst, Mass., who lectured and 
showed pictures taken on a year-long 
tour of nurseries across the United 
States.

Gardening Advances 


At the Friday morning program, 
Paul Bosley, the Bosley Nursery. 
Mentor, introduced Dr. Ray C. Al- 
len, director of Kingwood Center. 
Mansfield, who addressed the group 
on “Advances in the Field of Gar- 
dening.” Dr. Allen stated that the 
gardening field has also undergone 
a great change in the past 25 years, 
progressing from that of a secret en- 
deavor by professional gardeners to 
one of common interest and do-it- 


yourself gardeners. Today, practi- 


cally everyone is. interested = in 
gardening in some form, because 
Americans have found recreation. 


relaxation and great satisfaction in 
this form of outdoor activity. So, 
professional gardening exists more as 
a type of maintenance service just 
as do such professional services as 
house cleaning and window cleaning. 
Dr. Allen stated that the trend away 
from the once-secret profession of 
gardening has been due to such fac- 
tors as public research promoted by 
extension through gardening clubs 
and short courses and horticultural 
publishers who have published maga- 
zines dealing with almost every 
phase of gardening. 

In the past 25 years, improve- 
ments in varieties have been great in 
such plants as roses, chrysanthe- 
mums, daylilies, gladioli, petunias 
and snapdragons. However, only 
nominal improvements have _ been 
made in iris, peonies and woody

Fellowship Research Program 

Philip A. Barker, Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Columbus, outlined the work 
he had done in 1955 under the Ohio 
Nurserymen’s Association fellowship. 
Included in this work was the graft- 
ing of approximately 1,000 plants 
in order to produce dwarf forms of 
some desirable small trees and medi- 
um to large Scions of the 
desired plant types have been grafted 
onto either dwarfing-type stocks o1 
topworked onto stocks of a like type 
containing dwarfing-type intermedi- 
ate scions.

Studies of chemical weed control 
in nurseries were reported at an ear- 
lier session of the short course. Foliar 
fertilization studies were carried out 
to assess any possible differences in 
the growth of certain ornamental 
plants fed a liquid fertilizer, which 
was applied to the foliage, as com- 
pared to plants fed in the more con- 
ventional manner of applying a dry 
fertilizer to the soil. This experiment 
was set up in April, 1954, and was 
terminated after the 1955 studies. It 
was concluded from this experiment 
that little difference in growth rate 
was provided by any of the fertilize:

The growing of nursery stock in 
metal containers at Ohio State Uni- 
versity was begun in 1950 and con- 
tinued yearly since then.

the amended rule. Approval was 
unanimous and so went on the rec- 


ord. 
Standards 


Moving on to rule +—-Deception 
as to Size, Dr. White took up the 
matter of including the “American 
Standards for Nursery Stock” in the 
proposed rules, stating that he felt 
the work was needed as a starting 
point for determining grades. Be- 
cause the commission had not indi- 
cated at the Washington hearing 
much willingness to incorporate the 
material as officially accepted, Dr. 
White first urged inclusion of a 
footnote stating that the commission 
would use the “American Standards 
for Nursery Stock” as a guide in de- 
termining deception. He went on 
then to give some of the history of 
the development of the American 
Standards within the trade since 
1917. 

Almost at once the chairman 
sought to make a point that the 
work on grades had not been done 
under any consultation with a gov- 
ernment agency, such as the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture or Department 
of Commerce, and would be, there- 
fore, more in the nature of closed 
trade agreement. It was finally 
pointed out that the work had been 
approved by the American Stand- 
ards Association, a fact which 
seemed to improve its standing in 
the eyes of the FTC officials. 

Unanimous Support 


Dr. White suggested that the 
chairman call for a show of hands 
to indicate the trade acceptance of 
the American Standards. Again the 
indications wholly favorable. 
At this point there seemed to be 
some possibility of having the mate- 
rial included in the body of the 
rules, and Dr. White again urged 
this. Evidence was given for the 
record that certain state and govern- 
ment agencies now recognize the 
American Standards in setting speci- 
fications for plantings. 

Attorney Hall attempted to show 
the hurdles in the way of giving the 
American Standards official recogni- 
tion. Such questions had to be an- 
swered as whether the standards 
were grade labeling and whether 
they were current. Further, would 
the commission be tying itself to

something that might be changed 
without its knowledge in the future? 
The commission is concerned only 
with the problem of deception of the 
public, he added. 

Gustave Springer, of the Holland 
Bulb Exporters’ Association, urged 
inclusion of the bulb section of the 
American Standards in the body of 
the rules if any good is to be accom- 
plished in the bulb industry. He gave 
as precedent the acceptance in 1952 
of fair practice rules approved fon 
the gladiolus growers of grade speci- 
fications set up by that group. Other 
nurserymen also urged inclusion of 
the American Standards. 

Carl Sjulin, Inter-State Nurseries, 
Hamburg, Ia., raised a question con- 
cerning pruning before shipping. If 
such a practice caused the item to 
vary from the size specification given 
for the item ordered, would there be 
a violation of the trade practice 
rules? Mr. Sjulin asked. The practice 
was common for rose plants and 
fruit trees, he added, because it gave 
so much better chance of satisfactory 
growth. He asked other shippers to 
state their practices. Representatives 
of Conard-Pyle Co., West Grove, 
Pa.; Jackson & Perkins Co., Newark, 
N. Y.; C. W. Stuart & Co., Newark, 
N. Y., and Emlong’s Nurseries, Inc., 
Stevensville, Mich., all indicated 
they also prepruned stock such as 
Mr. Sjulin mentioned. One individ- 
ual said his firm included with the 
shipment a notation saying such 
work had been done. Education of 
buyers to the necessity of pruning 
was declared necessary. 

Next, taking up rule 7—Misrep- 
resentation as to Character of Busi- 
ness, Dr. White offered an amended 
phrasing incorporating the trade’s 
suggestions of the previous day, elim- 
inating the several words believed to 
be undefinable and, concerning the 
use of the term “nursery” in firm 
names, interjecting the idea that the 
practice was unfair only where its 
use tended to deceive the public 
about the firm’s producing facilities. 

A strong stand against the rule as 
originally proposed, denying the use 
of the term “nursery” in the business 
name to firms not producing a sub- 
stantial part of their stock in their 
own growing fields, was taken by 
representatives of several firms doing 
a mail-order business in seeds and 
nursery stock. Reasons for their po- 


sition were related in the report, 
given on another page, of the 
A. A. N. session Wednesday after- 
noon.

dian conditions before being deliy- 
ered to the public. The public would 
then receive a finished product, cer- 
tain to grow, and the nurseryinan 
would take any losses. Stock per- 
mitted entry into the United States 
at present must be Canadian-grown 
from the start. 

Mr. Stensson said that inspection 
authorities are doing good work but 
it is an error to lead the public to 
think that because stock is govern- 
ment inspected it is certain to be 
free from disease. 

He concluded his report with a 
few remarks about the association, 
mentioning the membership, _ the 
field of public relations and finance, 
his visit to the annual meeting of 
the British Columbia Association of 
Nurserymen and his attendance at 
the annual meeting of the Quebec 
Landscape Gardeners’ and Nursery- 
men’s Association.

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 





THE VIOLETS 


It may seem strange for a nurs- 
eryman to write about the violet. Of 
course, the plant in several of its 
forms has been widely but casually 
grown by nurserymen and has been 
a more important crop for florists in 
the past than it is at present. Like 
many other nurserymen, I have long 
grown several species and varieties 
and, when time permitted, have even 
tried to naturalize some of the wild 
forms. A study of the genus viola 
will show how interesting the plants 
really are and may indicate that the 
group has possibilities that are being 
overlooked. 

Numerous Species 

The violet exists in some 200 spe- 
cies, and if any plant may be called 
cosmopolitan, it certainly deserves 
the description. It is found on all 
five continents and Australia, from 
the tropics to arctic regions. In 
North America there are 60 or more 
familiar species, and a true alpine 
violet is found in Labrador and even 
in Greenland. Other species are 
found in Florida. In the east, the 
flowers of the native species tend to 
be lavender and purple; in the west 
and southwest the colors tend to- 
ward yellow, and in Canada the 
tendency is toward white. This does 
not mean that all three colors may 
not be found in one locality. 

Botanically, the plants are inter- 
esting. Most species bear two types 
of flowers. The showy flowers usual- 
ly borne in spring are not fertile; they 
are followed by closed, self-pollinat- 
ing, or cleistogamous, flowers, which 
are usually fertile and bear most of 
the seeds. The native species hybrid- 
ize readily, and the resulting crosses 
often add confusion to the identifica- 
tion of the many natural species. 
These hybrids, however, tend to re- 
vert to the type, which explains what 
happens to pansies and violets when 
left to reseed themselves and why 
the production of choice pansies is 
such a constant and exacting busi- 
ness. It is the F; crop that is im- 
portant. 

Popular Species 

Horticulturally, three European 
species are the most important. Viola 
tricolor, from which the pansy is 
derived, is probably the most impor- 
tant. Viola cornuta, the familiar 


viola, has been widely used as a bed- 
ding plant. Viola odorata, found in 
a number of garden varieties, has 
two admirable characteristics, its 
popular fragrance and its long flow- 
ering period, lasting almost from 
winter to winter. The plant has two 
heavy-flowering periods, spring and 
fall, but I have seen many a purple 
viola blooming in snow and _ ice. 
V. cornuta is the species chiefly 
grown by florists for bouquets. Un- 
fortunately, while it is economical to 
grow, this viola is not economical 
to pick for sale. 

Plants of the genus viola are gen- 
erally perennials and are best propa- 
gated and treated as such, although

the violas, particularly the pansies, 
behave as biennials. The tough 
perennial types are almost immortal 
This is true of Viola odorata and a 
blue-gray variety found locally in 
box gardens in Maryland that the 
ladies still buy and call Confederate 
violets. Not all the native 
are so persistent in the garden. Some 
that I attempted to naturalize or 
cultivate died out, while natural 
plantings I have observed over the 
years have spread considerably.

The peculiar genetic behavior of 
the basic pansy and violet types 
more than likely extends into the 
other species, so that surely some of 
the latter could be developed into 
more interesting horticultural plants 

if someone could give them the 
time. 

Uses for Violets 

It is doubtful, with labor the prob- 
lem it is, that violets will again be 
so popular with florists as they once 
were, but the garden varieties could

To treat an area 18 
inches deep, at least one and one 
half pounds of the material must 
be used to reach 100 square feet 
Mr. Hennings stated that if the rate 
of application is doubled, the results 
would probably be about as good as 
can be obtained with steam steriliza- 
tion. but with the methyl bromid 
there is no build-up of nitrogen af- 
ter treatment as there is with the 
steam sterilization. 


Mr. Warner also discussed the use 
of methyl bromide as a soil fumigant 
He stated that he lines out about 
200,000 rooted cuttings each vear in 
heated beds. The heat and frequent 
watering required encourages weed 
growth, according to Mr. Warner 
He stated that the weeding problem 
was greatly reduced after treating 
the soil with methyl bromide. He 
treated a 100x275-foot bed a vea 
ago with very good results. Any fail- 
ures, Mr. Warner reported, were at- 
tributed to low soil temperatures, wet 
or dry soil or the fact that the cover 
was not tight enough. 

Fumigant Specifications 

Mr. Warner's general specifica- 
tions for the use of methyl bromide 
are as follows: (1) Soil temperature 
of 60 degrees F. at a 6-inch depth: 

2) the soil must be moist and loose. 
and extreme wet or dry conditions 
must be avoided: if the soil is dry, 
it should be soaked one or two days 
before application; (3) boxes, bags of 
straw or small piles of peat should 
be used to hold the plastic cover 
above the soil; (4+) rate of applica- 
tion—-one to two pounds to 100 
square feet, and (5) plastic tubing 
for discharging the material should 
be inserted under the cover about 
every 30 feet. 


Advantages 


The advantages of methyl bro- 
mide, according to Mr. Warner, are 
that it apparently kills everything, 
including disease organisms; weeding 
time after treatment is negligible, and 
the cost of the chemical and plastic 
is relatively low. Mr. Warner stated 
that the approximate material cost

is $1.10. of which 35 cents is the 
cost of the plastic cover. 
Disadvantages of using methyl bro- 
mide. according to Mr. Warner, 
were: (1) Certain exact conditions 
must be met; (2) skilled help must 
be used. and therefore labor cost is 
high: (3) long aeration time is need- 
ed. a minimum of one week; (4) slow 
application must be made; in order 


to take advantage of the high tem- 
peratures in the middle of the day, 
only one setup can be accomplished 
in 48 hours for each plastic cover; 
(5) in rainy weather, mud forms on 
the edges of the plastic where the 
soil is placed, and (6) one must be 
able to treat as much area in one 
day as can be planted in two days, 
since it takes 48 hours per setup. 


During the question period, Mr. 
Warner stated that he noticed an in- 
vigoration, rather than stunting, of 
the plants on treated areas.

in controlling foxtail and crab grass. 
as well as other weeds, when pre- 
seeding applications were made. The 
rate of application which Mr. Sie- 
benthaler recommended was 50 
pounds to 1,000 square feet worked 
into the top four to six inches of 
soil. The soil must be in good work- 
able condition and must be moist, 
either before or immediately after 
the application, for best results. 

According to Mr. Siebenthaler, the 
best procedure to follow in applying 
calcium cyanamide is to work the 
soil well and apply half of the ma- 
terial by hand: work the soil again 
and apply the remaining portion: 
work the soil a third time so that 
the chemical and soil are well mixed: 
moisten the soil, if necessary, and 
then wait at least four weeks before 
planting. He noted that it is neces- 
sary to moisten the soil to prevent 
toxic substances from building up in 
it. 

Calcium cyanamide acts as a nitro- 
gen fertilizer as well as a soil fumi- 
gant, according to Mr. Siebenthaler: 
therefore, he warned the growers 
against adding too much extra nitro- 
gen to the soil. He also stated that 
the material should not be used until 
all danger of frost is past. 

Professor Reisch reported the re- 
sults of some tests with Vapam, an 
experimental material that may be 
available for commercial use later in 
the year. The chemical is recom- 
mended for control of bacteria, fun- 
gi, weeds and certain soil insects. 

Several advantages of using Va- 
pam are that the material can be 
applied with a sprinkling can or 
through a watering hose equipped 
with a Hozon at the faucet; no plas- 
tic cover is required over the treated 
area, but an excess of water should 
be applied after treatment so that a 
water seal is obtained, and_ the 
chemical can be used over a wide soil 
temperature range, from 40 to 80 
degrees F. The soil should be in good 
tilth and the moisture content high 
enough so that the weed seeds are 
swollen and ready to germinate. A 
waiting period of seven days before 
planting should follow the applica- 
tions. 

Professor Reisch reported good re- 
sults with Vapam in tests at Ohio 
State University, when used at the 
rate of one pound in 20 gallons of 
water per hundred square feet. In 
these tests, the chemical was 70 to 
100 per cent effective in controlling 
weeds. He also stated that the Uni- 
versity of California had reported 
good control with Vapam of weeds 
and cottony rot in plantings of 
stocks. 

Professor Reisch warned the grow-

180 degrees F. and remain at that 
temperature for 30 minutes for best 
results. To aid in holding the steam 
in the bed, a plastic cover was recom- 
mended. Dr. Kiplinger said that a 
green plastic material now on the 
market should last much longer than 
the conventional clear plastic. 

At Ohio State University, accord- 
ing to Dr. Kiplinger, insects, all 
weeds and practically all serious soil- 
borne disease organisms have been 
controlled with steam sterilization 
To accomplish these results, a tile on 
metal conductor is required to get 
an even distribution of steam down 
the length of the bed. It is best if 
the conductor is placed under, rathet 
than on top of, the soil. 

Dr. Kiplinger emphasized the fact 
that a good job can be done with 
steam, but if the soil is reinoculated 
with dirty shovels and the like, it 
may be worse than unsterilized soil 
because competing organisms that 
ordinarily help control disease organ- 
isms may not be present 

In conclusion, Dr. Kiplinger noted 
that it was often desirable to use 
chemicals in conjunction with steam. 
This is especially true when one is 
attempting to prevent damping-off. 
Seeds to be planted should be treated 
with one of the seed sterilants. 


Chemical Weed Control 


The remaining part of the morn- 
ing was used for discussions of chem- 
ical weed control experiments by 
W. D. Chambers, Jr., and Philip A. 
Barker. Both men are graduate stu- 
dents in the department of horti- 
culture and forestry of Ohio State 
University. The discussions will be 
printed in a later issue of the Ameri- 
can Nurseryman. 

The afternoon session was opened 
by Dr. L. C. Chadwick, who intro- 
duced Howard Kyle, president of the 
Ohio Nurserymen’s Association. Mr. 
Kyle welcomed the members to the 
O. N. A. meetings and expressed 
hope that the joint meeting of the 
state association and nurserymen’s 
short course would continue in future 
vears. 

James Caldwell, recently appoint- 
ed extension specialist in floriculture 
and ornamental horticulture, was 
also introduced by Dr. Chadwick. 
Mr. Caldwell has been associated 
with the department of horticulture 
and forestry for the past few vears 
as greenhouse superintendent. 

Recent advances in the science of 
plant propagation was the topic of 
Richard Fillmore, plant propagator 
for the Siebenthaler Co., Dayton. 
The talk will appear in an early 
issue of the American Nurseryman.

are malathion or parathion, at the 
crawler stage, or Elgetol as a dor- 
mant spray. The dormant spray must 
be applied when the plants are com- 
pletely dormant, according to Dr 
Davidson. 

Dr. Neiswander has published a 
bulletin concerning the control of 
the juniper scale, available to nurs- 
erymen. To control the insect, Dr. 
Neiswander recommends a May ap- 
plication of parathion at two and 
one-half pounds of wettable powder 
to 100 gallons of water. 


Magnolia Scale 


Magnolia scale can be controlled 
readily if all the females mature at 
about the same time, according to 
Dr. Neiswander. Malathion, four 
pounds of 25 per cent wettable pow- 
der to 100 gallons of water, should 
be applied in early September. The 
spray should be delayed, however, 
until the old females have become 
shriveled or have dropped from the 
trees. 

Dr. Davidson added that mixtures 
of DDT and dormant oil sprays that 
are applied to elms would also give 
at least partial control of the oyster- 
shell and elm scales. 

Dr.Ellett discussed the control of 
tulip fire and pachysandra blight. He 
recommended several applications of 
ferbam, two pounds to 100 gallons 
of water, or one of the other newer 
fungicides. He warned the growers 
that sanitation is important in the 
control of tulip fire, as it can be 
carried in the soil or on the bulbs. 
Infected bulbs should be discarded. 

There are two periods when the 
European pine shoot moth can be 
controlled, according to Dr. Neis- 
wander. Applications of DDT, four 
pounds of 50 per cent wettable pow- 
der to 100 gallons, were recommend- 
ed for mid-April, when the larvae 
resume feeding, and in late June 
when the eggs begin to hatch. A bul- 
letin is available from Dr. Neiswan- 
der for those who would like more 
information concerning this insect.

ment and the setting for hobbies and 
entertainment. Each family requires 
a specific application of the land- 
scape architect’s skills, because the 
requirements of each family are dif- 
ferent and individual. The landscape 
architect must build a garden around 
the needs of the family; he must 
create a garden that will satisfy the 
needs of all members of the family. 

Mr. Marvin used a chalk talk to 
illustrate the application of the 
principles of texture, foliage color 
and form to several design situations. 
After inviting members to suggest 
holly varieties that would meet the 
requirements of a particular situa- 
tion, he applied their recommenda- 
tions and illustrated the pattern 
created. 

Emphasizing that design must 
serve the purpose for which it was 
created and that additional planting 
materials must strengthen existing 
lines, he concluded by observing that 
holly and other plants, to be useful 
to the landscape architect, must be 
available in quantity and at a price 
that can be paid by the owner. 

A brief explanation of the extent 
of research and close adherence to 
details that were necessary to create 
a “History of Holly in Murals” was 
made by Daniel G. Fenton, Millville, 
N. J. He stated that the artist, For- 
rest Crooks, devoted three and one- 
half years to research in creating the 
eight murals now on view in the 


Holly room, Millville Y.M.C.A., 
Millville, N. J. By consulting with 
authorities on paleobotany, early 


American customs, ancient history 
and life among the druids, the artist 
created an authentic history of the 
use of holly through the ages. 

Mr. Fenton described the details 
of the murals from Kodachrome 
slides and his personal association 
with the artist during the develop- 
ment of the murals. The murals were 
dedicated November 11, 1954, and 
are open to viewing by the public 
at the Y.M.C.A. building. 

David Watson, superintendent of 
maintenance at Clemson College, 
commented on the fine specimens of 
holly growing on the campus and at 
the John C. Calhoun mansion and 
acted as a guide for members visiting 
the new holly orchard planted on the 
650-acre campus. 

C. R. Wolf, Millville, N. J., presi- 
dent of the Holly Society of Amer- 
ica, presided at the meeting and 
announced that the next meeting 
will be at the Brooklyn Botanic Gar- 
den, Brooklyn, N. Y., in mid-April 
and that in the fall of 1956 the so- 
ciety will meet at Portland, Ore., as 
the guests of the Men’s Garden Club 
of Portland.

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE

Confusion of Gardens 


A friend of this column asks if it 
would be possible to give brief at- 
tention to the meaning of old- 
fashioned gardening, as distinct from 
colonial gardening and wild garden- 
ing. He says that all three terms are 
so loosely used in current literature 
that none is clear in the public mind. 
If I were sure that I was qualified 
for the task, I should be better satis- 
fied but I shall try to comply. 

It is true that a certain amount of 
confusion seems to exist in the minds 
of gardeners and writers as to the 
exact meanings of the terms “colo- 
nial gardens,” “old-fashioned gar- 
dens” and “wild gardens.” Not that 
it makes any vital difference in grow- 
ing and selling plants, but in the in- 
terest of clearness it may be well to 
examine these terms on the basis of 
the plants which enter into thei 
making. 

Colonial gardens, as I understand 
them, were gardens of the colonial 
period, prior to the Declaration of 
Independence, while the 13 original 
states were still colonies of Great 
Britian. Reference to books and 
manuscripts of that period shows 
that practically all the plants in 
their ornamental gardens were old- 
world plants. This fact is easily un- 
derstood when it is recalled that the 
plants of the new world constituted 
an entirely new class of material to 
the colonists, while the plants they 
had been growing in their old-world 
homes were an open book to them. 
Culture of America’s native plants, 
in many cases, was beyond the tech- 
nical knowledge of the colonists. 
Parenthetically, it may be pointed 
out that many of our native plants 
still offer the same difficult problems. 
As a consequence, few, if any, Ameri- 
can plants, aside from those of eco- 
nomic value, such as corn, squash 
and beans, were found in the aver- 
age colonial garden. 

The American old-fashioned gar- 
den, also called grandmother’s gar- 
den, seems to have been largely a 
combination of plants of the colonial 
period and a few of the native plants 
which offered no difficult cultural 
problems, especially those native to 
the eastern seaboard. One cannot be 
too sure about including or exclud- 
ing any particular plant in or from 
any particular period, because there 
is so little definite information on 


the gardens and garden plants of 


early American days. But it is easy 
to become ridiculous in writing about 
the plants of the old-fashioned gar- 
den if one does not watch the names. 
For instance, the copywriter speaks 
without knowledge when he writes 
that Aconitum wilsoni, a Chinese 
species of modern introduction, was 
a part of grandmother's garden. The 
monkshoods were favorite plants in 
old-time gardens, to be sure, but A. 
wilsoni was not one of them. “Cu- 
pid’s ears,” they were called, and 
a number of pretty legends were told 
about them by our grandmothers. 
One use of the term “wild garden- 
ing” is equally loose, especially when 
talking about wild gardening with 


native plants. Although it is an ex- 
treme example, I cite one so-called 
native garden in which the Japanese 
spurge, Pachysandra terminalis, was 
used as a ground cover and the 
ubiquitous Spiraea vanhoutti, as an 
underplanting in a woodland! 


Christmas Rose in Pots 


When I Christmas

from division (three years if large: 
pots are wanted) and dig them in 
autumn after the flower buds have 
been formed. This is the most im- 
portant part of the schedule, because 
there will be no flowers unless the 
buds are present when the plants 
are disturbed for potting. All helle- 
bores suffer from disturbance, though 
not so much as we have been led 
to believe. It is true that they some- 
times do not bloom the first fall 
after spring division and they prac- 
tically never bloom if they are moved 
in autumn before the buds are 
present. 

It is imperative to keep the plants 
cool after potting, for a warm atmos- 
phere will cause slow development, 
and heat means a sickly, yellow flow- 
er. I found that a coldframe or an 
unheated house (I used an unheated 
sash house for the experiment) was 
ideal. After coming into flower, the 
plants do well in a cool room of 
a dwelling. 

The soil used for the potting is of 
importance, of course, but not so 
much as writers would have us be- 
lieve. I believe that a heavy soil is 
always best for a hellebore; how- 
ever, in its absence, light sand seemed 
to answer well if I used plenty of 
leaf mold or peat or both. The pot 
should have good drainage, for the 
plants will need an abundance of 
moisture, 

My experiment did not cover dif- 
ferent kinds of hellebores. Helleborus 
niger altifolius is the only kind I 
ever grew in quantity, because it is 
the only one that blooms early 
enough to be of value in northern 
Michigan. I suspect it would be the 
best for pot work, regardless of 
latitude. 


Campanula Stansfieldi 


Gardeners and _ botanists long 
have been puzzled about the source 
of the little bellflower, Campanula 
stansfieldi. When it was first recog- 
nized, it was thought to be a natural 
hybrid, and we find Farrer saying 
that it was “imported with the Dal- 
matian bells that seem to be its par- 
ents. For the plant appears an ob- 
vious intermediate, if natural distri- 
bution will admit such a thing (as 
it does at one point, on Monte 
Maggiore), between C. tommasini- 
ana and C. waldsteiniana, or pos- 
sibly C. pulla.” On the other hand, 
Bailey said it is “reported as a hy- 
brid between C. carpatica and C. 
waldsteiniana, a chance seedling in 
the garden of W. H. Stansfield, 
Southport, England, in 1894.” The 
latter classification is probably based 
on the conclusion of authorities at 
Kew Gardens, who, after exhaustive

well. The plant is easily propagated 
by use of the runners sent out direct- 
ly after the flowering period in May, 
or from fresh seeds planted in an 
outdoor bed in autumn. 
Some Native Clematises 

Judging from what one sees in gar- 
dens and nurseries, one would natur- 
ally conclude that clematis is made 
up of only a few kinds, mostly unde 
names like jackmani, Mme. Edouard 
Andre and others. Actually, there 
are about 150 species, in addition 
to the numerous hybrids. Of that 
large number, about 20 distinct kinds 
are found in North America, a few 
of which will be briefly examined in 
this note. 

Clematis crispa, which grows na- 
turally from Virginia to Texas, has 
always failed to grow for me. Per- 
haps material from Virginia would 
be hardy in northern Michigan, but 
I have always received my plants 
from Florida and Texas, and they 
have always disappeared during the 
first cold winter. I never pursued 
the matter far, but I believe the 
plant would be entirely hardy south 
of the Ohio river, where it would 
make a splendid addition to the list 
of garden plants. It rarely grows 
over four feet tall in the north, 
though it is said to climb 10 feet 
in the south, and has pretty, nodding, 
urn-shaped, fragrant, bluish-purple 
flowers, an inch or more in length, 
over a long period in summer, fol- 
lowed by curiously twisted seed 
plumes. It has entered into several 
hybrids in the viorna section of the 
genus, a few between it and the scar- 
let clematis, C. texensis, being men- 
tioned in the literature. 

The latter is one of the better na- 
tives, not reliably hardy in northern 
Michigan, though one plant I had 
years ago lived for nearly 10 years 
before succumbing to a severely cold 
winter. C. texensis should, therefore, 
be hardy in all except the coldest 
sections. It is slender and grows five 
or six feet tall and has leathery 
leaves, with little scarlet pitchers in 
summer. It has entered into many 
hybrids, perhaps the most famous 
being the pink-tinted white Coun- 
tess of York and the lovely, clear 
pink Duchess of Albany. 

The virgin’s-bower, C. virginiana, 
is merely mentioned as a matter of

moisture under open bed conditions, 
but has not yet been perfected. A 
time clock can be used to operate the 
misting periods, but requires person- 
al observation and basic experience 
in propagation on the grower’s part 
He emphasized the advisability of 
selecting a solenoid valve of a type 
that does not cut off the water in 
case of a current failure. 

With many plants, he said, the 
chief value of wounding a cutting 
is to enable it to take up more mois- 
ture more readily. In some cases, at 
least, the most important effect of 
hormones has been to prevent wilting 
by increasing uptake of moisture 
and reducing transpiration. The has- 
tening of rooting may be a direct 
result of these improved water rela- 
tions rather than the direct product 
of root stimulants. In open mist 
beds, wounding often has made no 
difference in rooting, although it 
has been effective where cuttings 
were rooted in closed cases or poly- 
ethylene-covered_ beds. 

Mr. Fillmore cautioned nursery- 
men just starting to use mist to begin 
in a small way, perhaps with one 
bed 6x25 feet. The grower should 
first study the available information. 
If possible, beds should be run in a 
north-south direction, to obtain 
equal sunlight on both sides of the 
bed. Plants slow to root under other 
circumstances are normally slow to 
root under mist as well. Some plants 
require different mist conditions 
from others, and the amount of mist 
or cycles must be varied as rooting

Viburnum Notes 
C. E. Kern, Wyoming Nurseries, 


Cincinnati, O., who is an outstand- 
ing plantsman, discussed the impor- 
tant landscape species of viburnum, 
giving comments as to their good and 
weak points. The fact that sulphur 
in any form is highly toxic to many 
of the viburnums is not so generally 
known as it should be. Sprays con- 
taining lead arsenate also may be 
highly injurious. Most of the vibur- 
nums are best propagated in quan- 
tity from seeds. It is important to 
know when the seeds are sufficiently 
mature and to collect them early in 
the season. Otherwise, birds may 
harvest all the seeds in a few days’ 
time or, if left by the birds, late- 
harvested seeds will require two 
years to germinate. Early-harvested 
seeds may be planted at once or 
stratified for spring sowing. 

Morton Arboretum, Lisle, IIl., has 
devoted one of its monthly bulle- 
tins to viburnums, and this publica- 
tion was recommended by Mr. Kern

The Korean boxwood has 
no chlorosis trouble, may be a little 
hardier than the Japanese holly 
and can easily be trained in a 
pyramidal form.

Microclimates 


Prof. B. R. Blair, Purdue Univer- 
sity, opened the afternoon session 
with a discussion of microclimates, 
both immediately above the soil level 
and belowground. Often there is a 
difference of 20 degrees between face 
level and a few inches above the soil 
Type of soil, soil color and mulches 
have a marked effect upon soil tem- 
peratures in the top few inches, as 
well as temperature variations 
throughout the 24-hour period and 
from day to day. Damp and heavy 
soils are cold and have a 
marked effect on seed germination 
and initiation of plant growth in the 
spring. 

Dr. Blair, in his talk on microcli- 
mates, explained why bluegrass tends 
to brown and become dormant dur- 
ing the summer, while crab 
flourishes. With bluegrass the maxi- 
mum rate of photosynthesis is at 80 
degrees, and maximum respiration, 
or the burning up of plant foods, 
occurs at 100 degrees, with an opti- 
mum of 60 degrees for greatest effi- 
ciency in the manufacture of plant 
materials and growth. With crab 
grass, photosynthesis is 
around 100 degrees, and maximum 
respiration occurs around 110 de- 
grees, with optimum growth and 
development at 80 degrees

Bluegrass Time 


Dr. Blair pointed out that growth 
of bluegrass sod should be pushed 
during the season when average tem- 
peratures are around 60 degrees. 
with ample plant food available to 
the plant at this time. A heavy blue- 
grass sod can be so encouraged that 
it will shade out the germinating 
crab grass seedlings or greatly reduce 
their development.

were unimportant. The Ohio river, 
he stated, began at Madison, Ind., 
and the Wabash, near Indianapolis 
and south of Lafayette. A large river 
flowed directly across the state, with 
several branches converging near 
Lafayette, and from there flowed 
west to the Mississippi. Thus the 
Purdue campus, now high above the 
Wabash, is also over an ancient and 
very large river bed. Old river beds, 
now filled with glacial debris, in 
many cases form tremendous basins 
for storing tremendous reserves of 
water. According to Professor Mel- 
horn, the native flora of this region 
100 years ago was little, if any, dif- 
ferent from that of the pre-glacier 
time. Vegetation migrated south- 
ward as the glacier advanced and 
then returned as the glacier retreat- 
ed. It is thought that the ice varied 
somewhere between 200 and 5,000 
feet in thickness. Professor Melhorn 
pointed out that the lowering of the 
mean average temperature of the 
Hudson Bay region by a very few 
degrees the year around could start 
the formation of a new ice cap and 
a new glacier advance. 

Prof. D. R. Sisson, Purdue Uni- 
versity, discussed the importance of 
irrigation in agriculture today and 
showed slides of a number of differ- 
ent types of water supplies, pumps 
and power supplies. 

The annual winter banquet was 
held in the Purdue Memorial Union 
ballroom. 

Robert Hobbs, Hobbs & Sons.., 
Inc., Bridgeport, a director of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, presented A. A. N. awards for 
industrial landscaping, to James 
Maschmeyer, Maschmeyer’s Nurs- 
ery, Indianapolis, and to Lynn Stew- 
art, of the Irwin Union Bank & 
Trust Co., Columbus; Edward Eich- 
stedt, Detroit, Mich., who was un- 
able to attend the banquet, was a 
winner of a like award. 

Influence of Climate 

Dr. George D. Scarseth, American 
Farm Research Association, present- 
ed colored slides of people and vege- 
tation in many parts of the world 
and analyzed the effect of climate 
upon plant and animal life and con- 
sequently upon the health and socio- 


logical traits and developments of 


the inhabitants. Climatic conditions 
determine the type of soil, and soil 
and climate in turn determine the 
type of vegetation. Directly or in- 
directly, all of man’s food comes 
from plants. 

Dr. Scarseth explained why the 
soil of the humid tropics contains 
little but iron, even the silica having 
eventually been dissolved.

The annual dinner of the Califor- 
nia Arborists Association was held 
January 27 at Rickey’s, Palo Alto, 
Calif.

received at Christmas. 

The Flower Garden Nursery. on 
El Camino Real, for many vears 
operated as a retail and wholesale 
ornamental plant nursery and retail 
flower shop, has closed down its re- 
tail activities and will be a whole- 
sale nursery only. Ralph Davies con- 
tinues as owner-manager of the oper- 
ations, and most of the former nurs- 
ery staff has been retained. 

There is concern over new dam- 
age from the continuing rains. Total 
rainfall in the region in January 
exceeded any total recorded for an 
entire rainy season (October through 
May), and normally more than one 
half the rainfall is in February and 
March. The amount of loss in or- 
chards in the northern part of the 
state is not yet known, since water 
is still standing in many of them 
The longer that condition prevails 
the greater the damage will be, but 
at present it is felt that than 
half the trees under water will die 
and about half the total plantings 
in that part of the state are not even 
under water. Yields this year may 
be reduced because growers may not 
be able to get into the fields in time 
for proper pruning, spraying, feed- 
ing and cultivating. Some growers 
are having orchards sprayed or 
dusted by airplanes. 

The San Francisco county grand 
jury declared after an investigation 
of the Golden Gate park that it 
found the trees and shrubs well cared 
for, but the buildings, fences, equip- 
ment and animal pens in poor con- 
dition and in need of major repairs 
and replacements.

the scopulorum and a texture ‘imi- 
lar to welchi. Those nurserymen liy- 
ing in the northern part of the state 
who have had difficulty growing any 
scopulorum except the welchi type 
were much interested in this new 
green strain, since it is a recognized 
fact that canaerti is a difficult plant 
to produce in a tight pyramidal 
form. 


Quality Stock 


John McLaren discussed quality 
versus quantity in plant production 
He urged that the nurserymen make 
greater use of some of the new and 
better plant materials and thereby 
force producers to bring their grow- 
ing up to date. However, introduc- 
tion of a plant simply because it is 
new is not sufficient reason for giy- 
ing it stock room space. In view of 
the efforts on the part of the whole- 
salers to produce heavy material for 
the retail nurserymen, which in most 
cases has proved to be financially 
impractical, it was Mr. McLaren’s 
belief that retailers are either going 
to purchase the stock when the 
wholesale grower has it available 
or buy light-weight merchandise 
and grow it themselves. He pointed 
to the fact that many retail mer- 
chants had asked for heavy Amu 
privet only to find out that when the 
privet was grown by _ wholesalers, 
the public was reluctant to purchase 
nice stocky plants, even though the 
l-year light-grade plants offered at 
one half their value had little ap- 
pearance to warrant purchase. It 
was suggested that perhaps the an- 
swer lies in the production of high- 
grade merchandise, particularly in 
the choice lines of shrubs and ever- 
greens, rather than in the ordinary 
forms. 

Les Sjulin, Inter-State Nurseries, 
Hamburg, showed some _ excellent 
slides on various plants he had ob- 
served in the past years, many of 
which he felt warranted introduction 
and widespread use. As usual, dwart 
plants seemed to create the most 
enthusiasm, in keeping with the pres- 
ent trends in home construction. 
The public seems more and more to 
be interested in evergreen shrubs, 
and, of course, all the nurserymen 
are anxious to obtain plants of this 
type that can be used in their areas. 
Euonymus was discussed and de- 
scribed as offering great possibili- 
ties, as far as Iowa homes were con- 
cerned.

Insects and Diseases Topics at 


Indiana Arborists’ Meeting 
By Donald L. Schuder 


Approximately 85 persons attend- 
ed the Indiana Arborists’ Associa- 
tion’s winter meeting at Purdue 
University, Lafayette, January 9 to 
11, making this one of the best 
attended meetings of its kind in re- 
cent years. 

About 35 persons attended the 
second annual arborists’ short course, 
held January 9 prior to the meeting. 
The morning sessions were held in 
the Life Science building and began 
with a discussion of tree disease 
diagnosis by Dr. Ralph J. Green, of 
the botany and plant pathology de- 
partment of Purdue University. 

Dr. Green said that the diagnosis 
of disease in plants depends upon the 
recognition of specific changes in 
the appearance or development of 
the host plant. These changes are 
called symptoms, and the symptom 
pattern is usually sufficiently char- 
acteristic, under normal conditions, 
to permit the identification of the 
disease in question and in this way 
establish the causal agency. How- 
ever, there are no distinct indica- 
tions to separate parasitic and non- 
parasitic diseases in plants or to dis- 
tinguish between responses due to 
insect infestations and various fungi, 
bacteria and other parasitic agents. 
For this reason, it is frequently neces- 
sary to isolate and identify the para- 
sitic agent or to analyze environ- 
mental changes which might be det- 
rimental before proof of the cause 
can be established. 


Symptoms Illustrated 


Dr. Green then listed various 
agencies inducing disease conditions 
which he defined as any sustained 
abnormal condition in the growth or 
development of a plant. Using col- 
ored slides, he showed and described 
symptoms such as discoloration, wilt- 
ing, necrosis, shot hole, hypertrophy, 
hyperlasia, exudates and decay. 

Prof. E. J. Lott, of the Purdue 
forestry department, distributed 
plant keys for identification of ever- 
green and deciduous plants, both in 
foliage and in the dormant condition. 
The class identified plants from the 
samples provided and seemed to find 
the winter key for the deciduous 
plants particularly interesting. 


Insect Study 


In the afternoon the group met 
in Agricultural hall, and Prof. G. E. 


Lehker, of the department of ento- 
mology, Purdue University, gave a 
chalk talk on insect structure and its 
relation to control of pests. He 
showed diagramatically how to dis- 
tinguish insects from their close rela- 
tives, how insects develop and the 
effects that mouth structure has on 
the type of control measure used. 
D. L. Schuder, Purdue department 
of entomology, discussed the insect 
orders of importance to arborists 
and illustrated these groups with 
specimens preserved in glass-topped 
boxes. He stated that there are three 
phases involved in insect control 
work—diagnosis, prescription and 
application. All insect control, he 
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said, is based on knowledge of the 
insect pest, the host plant and avail- 
able control measures. 

In a detailed discussion of a list 
of 18 trees, Prof. H. W. Gilbert and 
Norman Marty, of the Purdue hor. 
ticulture department, commented 
upon the desirable or undesirable 
features of each tree and its possible 
landscape uses. Dr. Ralph Green dis- 
cussed the susceptibility to disease of 
each species, and its insect enemies 
were indicated by D. L. Schude: 


Arborists’ Meeting 


The arborists’ meeting convened 
in the evening in the Purdue Memo- 
rial Union building, with an address 
of welcome by Prof. N. K. Ellis, head 
of the Purdue horticultural depart- 
ment. Professor Ellis stated that the 
university staff was dedicated to 
service and that meetings such as 
the arborists’ were an important part 
of adult education. He distributed a 
small booklet entitled “Your Life

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Depends on Horticulture” and stated 
that he firmly believes it does. He 
promised that the department of 
horticulture would expand its inter- 
est in the field of ornamental horti- 
culture and in the next five years 
would have many more people work- 
ing in that area. 

The topic, “Public Relations, Your 
Workmen and Your Clients,” was 
discussed by Henry J. Schnitzius, 
New Augusta. He stated that the 
line-clearing contractor is in an un- 
enviable position, having two clients, 
the utility company and the general 
public, with two contradictory inter- 
ests. To indicate the progress made 
in the past 25 years, Mr. Schnitzius 
stated that in the beginning there 
were no controls over trimming pro- 


cedures, while now an amicable 
working arrangement has _ been 
effected. 


He said that the greatest handi- 
cap of the arborist firm is the low 
wage scale it is forced to observe. 
Men hired at this low pay are not 
always punctual, sober, skilled, re- 
sponsible or diplomatic. Such men 
have little future in the arborists’ 
business, and there is a rapid turn- 
over of labor. The men are expensive 
to train, they lose business for the 
firm and, with the rapid turnover, 
only a limited number capable of 
becoming foremen are being trained 

Mr. Schnitzius said the company 
should supply the worker with as 
much information as possible and 
help to develop good group spirit. 


Power Line Hazards 


D. F. Wartzok and Eugene Kabish, 
Indiana & Michigan Electric Co., 
Fort Wayne, provided a demonstra- 
tion of electric utility line hazards. 
They stated that of about 100,000 
accidental deaths each year approxi- 
mately 1,000 are due to electrical 
shock. The purpose of the demon- 
stration is to reduce this figure. By 
means of models and a charged 
“utility line” they demonstrated the 
electrical hazards of fallen wires, 
auto wrecks, fallen trees, kites, tree- 
trimming equipment, etc. 

On January 10, the session opened 
with a showing of the film, ‘““Combat- 
ting Dutch Elm Disease,” produced 
by the Standard Oil Co. Dr. J. C. 
Carter, of the Illinois natural history 
survey, Urbana, IIl., stated that good 
sanitation and effective spraying are 
the best prevention of Dutch elm 
disease now known. He said that 
sanitation involves not only quick re- 
moval of infected trees but protec- 
tion of healthy trees. Spraying is a 
protection for healthy trees, but 
must be done properly and at the 
correct time. A panel composed of

The topic of chemical brush and 
weed control was discussed and 
illustrated with colored slides by 
Lem A. Conn and F. J. Otto, E. I. 
du Pont de Nemours & Co. 

Oak Wilt 

Oak wilt was discussed by Dr. 
James E. Kuntz, department of plant 
pathology, University of Wisconsin, 
Madison, Wis. He utilized the film on 
oak wilt produced by the oak wilt 
foundation to emphasize major 
points. 

An illustrated talk on a training 
program for tree-trimming personnel 
was given by A. B. Larsen, Chicago, 
Tl. 

The members of a panel discussing 
questions received from the floor 
were Dr. Carter and Dr. Green; Paul 
Tilford, Wooster, O., executive sec- 
retary of the National Arborist As- 
sociation, and D. L. Schuder. 

President John Duling presented 
a motion picture he had made of 
large tree moving and gave a short 
talk on the Irish aero-fertilization 
process. He said the process gave ex- 
cellent results in hard, compacted 
soil when the air pressure fractured 
the soil and forced fertilizer, sand 
or peat moss into the fissures. 

Harold E. Cody, general superin- 
tendent of lines and service, Cleve- 
land Electric Illuminating Co., pre- 
sented a talk entitled “Utility Line 
Clearing.” He stated that trees are 
the primary cause of power failure. 
A recent nation-wide survey showed 
that trees played some part in one 
third to one half of the total fail- 
ures. To combat these tree problems 
the company is following new engi- 
neering procedures and striving to 
establish a 3-year trimming cycle. 
The third phase of the program in- 
volves education designed to elimi- 
nate tree and line conflicts. Toward 
this end the company has hired a 
consultant arborist and published 
brochure entitled “Trees You Can 
Live With.” 

January 11, the first talk was pre- 
sented by G. E. Lehker on insecti- 
cides. Mr. Lehker listed the new in- 
secticides, their characteristics and 
where they might be most useful. Dr. 
E. G. Sharvelle, Purdue University 
plant pathologist, then discussed the 
new fungicides now on the market 
or in the experimental stage. 

The last topic on the arborists’ 
program was entitled “Some Trees 
for Indiana” and was jointly pre- 
sented by Prof. H. W. Gilbert and 
Norman Marty.

always have my plants balled, and, of 
course, charge accordingly. They 
form a rounded mass, about 12 
inches high, covered in late April or 
early May with yellow flowers. 

The yellow blooms of Thermopsis 
caroliniana (false lupine) appear at 
the same time that delphinium 
flowers, making an attractive com- 
bination. However, thermopsis is in 
bloom only a week. It does not work 
long enough; therefore it is not 
creatly recommended. 


Crocus 


I never thought the crocus would 
make a good cut flower, but my wife 
has found that the white and the 
purple varieties (not the yellow) will 
last several days. One must cut close 
to the ground. Place seven to ten 
blooms in a low container on a table; 
the white and purple blooms make a 
pleasing effect. 

Spring 

What would spring be without 
flowering bulbs, shrubs and trees? 
We often think spring is only beauti- 
ful in the north; it is the south’s 
longest season. Who cannot get a 
kick out of the peach trees and the 
“japonica” (cydonia) as you drive 
north from Florida through the deep 
south? The tobacco beds and the 
neat-looking pecan orchards appeal 
to any plant-loving Yankee. My gar- 
dener friend, William S. Neill, of 
Nassau, says, “As you say, the spring 
is on its way, and to me that is the 
best time of the year in the northern 
climates.” Are you merchandising 
spring to the nth degree? Whoop it 
up as the Irish whoop up St. Pat- 
rick’s day!

an industry would like to drop cer- 
tain practices if others in the indus- 
try would discontinue practicing 
unfair expedients. When fair trade 
practice rules are adopted by an in- 
dustry, a specified day on which they 
are to become effective for all is 
imperative. 

The importance of specific plant 


names in the industry makes the use 
of some coined names an_ unfair 
practice. 

The use of the term “nursery” or 


“nurseryman” is still under discussion 
by the commission, which feels that 
it is an unfair trade practice to rep- 
resent directly or indirectly that a 
seller controls or owns growing fields 
or that he is a landscape gardenet 
or architect when such is not the 
fact. Many in the nursery business 
feel that the term “nursery” is ac- 
cepted in the public mind as a plant 
depot and does not necessarily indi- 
cate that plants are grown on the 
premises. 

Another problem, stated Mr. Har- 
ris, is that of guarantees, especially 
by mail-order or other shippers who 
do not specify the extent of the 
guarantee. There is no present rule 
governing this situation; having a 
rule will give a standard for protec- 
tion. 

Marketing 

Dr. Walter J. Wills, extension 
marketing specialist, United States 
Department of Agriculture, State 
College of Washington, paid tribute 
to Dan Pohl, Everett; Bryan Taylor, 
and John Strander, Seattle nursery- 
men, who met with his group in dis- 
cussions of basic fields in which sur- 
veys should be made.

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can prepare for demands. As a fur- 
ther result of the study, it is also 
hoped that a positive program will 
be developed in the matter of cus- 
tomer education and better mer- 
chandising methods for selling nurs- 
ery stock. 

The extension marketing service 
expects to inventory stocks each 
year, to evaluate these stocks by 
cyade standards and to study busi- 
ness trends so a nurseryman can 
make adjustments in time to pro- 
tect himself. 

Inspection 

George W. Eade, nursery inspec- 
tion supervisor, state department of 
agriculture, followed with a brief re- 
port On Current inspection activities. 
Of the many carloads of bulbs and 
nursery stock and hundreds of pack- 
ages of plant material which are 
shipped out from this area each year, 
there are few rejections by other 
areas. Usually when there are rejec- 
tions it is found that the stock was 
being reshipped, but had not been 
produced in the state. It is Mr. 
Eade’s hope that his department can 
scrutinize all incoming stock more 
closely. 

One big current headache, Mr. 
Eade stated, involves strawberry 
plants. Not too many varieties are 
produced in Washington. Nurs- 
eries which supply the home gar- 
dener have calls for everbearing va- 
rieties not generally grown here. In 
addition to general inspection, the 
bulk of the incoming stock is under 
post entry detention. Nothing so far 
has been picked up. 


Arboretum Losses 


Brian O. Mulligan, director of the 
University of Washington Arbore- 
tum, reported serious frost damage 
to plantings in the arboretum. Most 
deciduous shrubs, Mr. Miulligan 
stated, are not seriously damaged. 
There is no appreciable damage 
noted as yet to crab apples; Japanese 
cherries have lost four to five feet 
of growth. Some magnolias came 
through; loss in these was variable. 
English hollies are not permanently 
damaged, except for the variegated 
types. Camellias were not badly af- 
fected. The loss in rhododendrons 
and of other broad-leaved ever- 
greens was extreme. There was a 
total loss of roses, azaleas and per- 
nettias. The cistus and escallonia 
collections are gone, as, of course, are 
the eucalyptus specimens. All the 
cypress were lost, with the exception 
of a hybrid of Monterey cypress and 
an Alaska cedar that was not dam- 
aged at all.

Weather Forecasting 


The final resolution endorsed a 
proposal for additional permanent 
weather forecasting stations, as made 
by Dr. Louis Madsen, director of 
the institute of agriculture under 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Ben- 
son.

tle and the so-called sweet gum 
blight. Beech mottle is actually a 
form of leaf scorch thought to be 
the result of some inherent charac- 
teristic causing trees to respond dif- 
ferently to the same soil conditions. 
Sweet gum blight is thought to be 
a response to such environmental 
conditions as land clearance, road 
construction, fills around homes, gir- 
dling roots, shallow soils, etc. 
Lilac Virus Complex 
The first true disease discussed by 
Dr. Davis was a virus complex on 
lilac, described years ago by the Ger- 
mans, who called it mosaic. The best 
control is to rogue plants during 
summer, when leaf symptoms are 
visible; there is no other visible dif- 
ference between the diseased and the 
healthy plants. 
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Silver, Norway, red, and sugar ma- 
ples are susceptible to verticillium 
wilt. In a survey made of some 15,- 
900 trees, Leon Dochinger, a Rut- 
gers University shade tree fellow, 
found that silver maple is by far the 
most susceptible, percentage-wise, 
followed by Norway, red and finally 
sugar maple. Mr. Dochinger also 
found that the amount of nitrogen 
added to the soil may increase the 
rapidity of spread of the fungus. Ver- 
ticillium can be readily transmitted 
by pruning tools. Although some 
chemicals for control of the disease 
have shown promise in the labora- 
tory or greenhouse, Dr. Davis stated 
that the work has not advanced far 
enough to make any recommenda- 
tions for field use. 

For the control of tip blight of 
pine trees, Bordeaux and similar cop- 
per compounds should be applied 
on a regular schedule, when the buds 
break green, when candle growth is 
one and one-half to two and_one-half 
inches long and again when the 
srowth reaches about eight inches. 

From preliminary tests, Donald 
Snyder, a graduate student at Rut- 
gers University, feels that the use of 
a dormant or delayed-dormant spray 
with one of the phenyl mercuries is 
of great value for controlling an- 
thracnose on the sycamore and Lon- 
don plane. Dr. Davis suggested that 
it may be possible in the near future 
to eradicate anthracnose disease each 
season by application of a single dor- 
mant spray. 

Ziram at the rate of one and one- 
half pounds to 100 gallons of water 
will give excellent control of hickory 
leaf spot and horse-chestnut leaf 
blotch. 


Leaf and Flower Gall 


Ferbam at one and_ one-half 
pounds to 100 gallons of water ap- 
plied once during the late dormant 
or early delayed-dormant period will 
completely control leaf and flower 
gall on azalea and rhododendron. 
Dr. Davis pointed out that once the 
buds have broken completely, it is 
too late to consider spraying for that 
year; however, the same spray ma- 
terial may be applied immediately 
after flowering to control the com- 
mon leaf spots of both rhododendron 
and laurel. During wet weather in 
the spring, three applications at 10- 
day intervals are usually necessary. 
One of the common spreader-stick- 
ers should be used to insure good 
leaf coverage. 

Recommended for control of haw- 
thorn leaf rust are three applications 
of ferbam, starting at the time of 
blooming and repeated at 10-day in- 
tervals. Leaf blight of hawthorn is

For controlling flower and _ |eaj 
blight of dogwood trees, zineb at one 
and one half pounds to 100 gallons of 
water applied during the latter part 
of the flowering period gives a good 
protective coating which prevents 
the gray mold fungus from blighting 
old flowers and consequently the 
leaves. 

Leaf, flower and fruit scab on thy 
firethorn may be treated as described 
by Dr. Cox, formerly of the Univer. 
sity of Delaware, who recommends 
one and one-half pounds of ferbam 
to 100 gallons of water, applied three 
times at 10-day intervals, starting 
immediately after bud break. 


Leaf Spot and Canker 


Leaf spot on ivy and canker on 
the pachysandra may be controlled 
with three or four applications of fer- 
bam at one and one-half pounds to 
100 gallons of water. A good spread- 
er-sticker is needed to insure good re- 
sults on these glossy foliages. 

Dr. Davis illustrated with Koda- 
chrome slides the prevalence of dis- 
orders resulting from planting in the 
wrong soil types and under adverse 
soil conditions. 

He said there can be no mistaking 
illuminating gas injury and _ tree 
canker if the bark is removed. Il- 
luminating gas injury results in a red 
coloration of the sapwood, whereas 
with canker there is a definite black- 
ening. 

In answer to a question from the 
audience, Dr. Davis stated that the 
difficulty in obtaining a complete 
coverage with the mist blower makes 
its use impractical for applying fun- 
gicides. Sycamore anthracnose and 
elm leaf spot have been effectively 
controlled, however, by using ferbam 
at triple its recommended spray con- 
centration. 


Insect Pests 


Dr. R. B. Neiswander, department 
of entomology, Ohio agricultural ex- 
periment station, Wooster, O., re- 
ported on “1955 Experiments on the 
Control of Insect Pests of Ornamen- 
tal Plants.”

Hartel Lucks, Smith Agricultural 
Chemical Co., Columbus, discussed 
new trends in fertilizer practices and 
advised the audience not to discard 
old methods in favor of unproved 
new fertilizers. 

T. W. Parke, Parke-Speed Tree 
Service, Columbus, discussed tree 
fertilization using the punch-bar 
method. E. E. Irish, Charles F. Irish 
Co., Cleveland, explained the Irish 
Aero-Fertil process. One operation, 
he said, will aerate, fertilize and wa- 
ter. S. W. Parmenter, Kent, ex- 
plained the water jet method of tree 
fertilization and mentioned that 
since the fertilizer is in solution there 
is little danger of damage from any 
amount applied. 

Dr. L. C. Chadwick, final panel 
speaker, briefly discussed results of 
7-year tests using all application 
methods and pointed out that there 
is no one best method for tree fer- 
tilization and that all systems had 
merits, as well as drawbacks, depend- 
ing upon soil and other conditions. 
He said that it was found in tests 
at Ohio State University that none 
of the foliage applications of fertilizer 
were so satisfactory as soil applica- 
tions.

“Indoor Plants and How to Groy 
Them” is a handy little book of 9 
pages of text, 5x7% inches, illus.

and were asked to be present to con- 
vey their sentiments on the debated 
points, as well as to indicate the im- 
portance of the subject to the group 

At this time, Dr. White opened 
for discussion the points in the pro- 
posed FTC rules which he felt had 
not yet received general acceptance 
within the industry. 


Substitution Ideas 


Rule 3, covering substitution of 
products, drew attention first. The 
proposed rule required obtaining 
consent of the buyer before shipping 
substitutions. It was pointed out 
here, as at the previous day’s meet- 
ing of mail-order nurserymen, that 
substitutions generally became neces- 
sary as the season for planting neared 
an end, and therefore delay in ship- 
ping could become a hardship. The 
feeling was that the demand for 
prior consent was being met by in- 
cluding on order blanks place for 
indication of permission to substitute 
Cases remained, however, where the 
sender gave no indication and where 
order blanks were not used. Substi- 
tution statements printed on plant 
tags were described by nurserymen. 

A further method cited and gener- 
ally considered satisfactory was to 
enclose a note with the shipment, 
stating that a substitution had been 
made and that the buyer could re- 
turn the substitute for refund, if he 
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desired, or request other satisfactory 
adjustment. 

Among those who commented on 
this matter was S. B. Hutton, presi- 
dent, Conard-Pyle Co., West Grove, 
Pa. He declared his firm’s experience 
with substitutions had been satisfac- 
tory, because customers are primarily 
interested in filling their plantings. 


However, no gross substitutions are 
made on quantity orders or with 
definitely different items. Perish- 


ability of plants, he believed, had 
much to do with any practices set up. 


American Standards 


The next topic of debate was the 
desirability of winning the inclusion 
f “American Standards for Nursery 
Stock,” as the basis for grade indica- 
tions, within the body of the pro- 
posed rules. The FTC had not in- 
cluded these specifications in the 
proposals. Effort had been made to 
gain consideration of the commission 
for this idea at the January 9 hear- 
ing, said Dr. White. Use _of such 
standards was similar to the use of 
certain standards in the pharmaceu- 
tical trade, it had been pointed out. 

A second suggestion was made to 
have the American Standards includ- 
ed in a footnote in rule 4 as a re- 
ferral work when specifications were 
a problem of investigation. 

Speakers on this matter included 
C. W. Livingston, New York city, 
N. Y.: Richard Wyman, Framing- 
ham, Mass.: S. B. Hutton, and Wil- 
liam McKay, Madison, Wis. What 
is meant by any grade terms used in 
advertising should be explained, it 
was submitted. 


Business Misrepresentation 


The third major subject for con- 
sideration was rule 7, concerning 
misrepresentation as to character of 
business. The proposed rule read: 

“It is an unfair trade practice for 
an industry member, in the course 
of or in connection with the distri- 
bution and sale of nursery products, 
to represent, directly or indirectly, 
that he is a grower, or that he owns 
or controls a nursery growing field, 
or that he is a competent landscape 
adviser or architect or authority, 
wher: such is not the fact, or in any 
other manner to misrepresent the 
character, extent, or type of his busi- 
ness or his technical qualifications.” 

Dr. White stated that at the 
Washington hearing on January 9 
the nurserymen’s committee had 
asked the FTC to eliminate the 
words “competent,” “adviser or au- 
thority,” and “or his technical quali- 
fications.” These words, it was de- 
clared, are all matters of judgment, 
indefinable terms and therefore un- 
enforceable.

isfactory to customers and had no 
intent to deceive the public. Among 
these firms are long-established busi- 
nesses. The problems involved in 
changing a firm name were raised. 

Dealers operating only from a city 
office, having no interest in the stock 
they advertised or in the satisfac- 
tion of the buyers of such stock, were 
declared to be the class of tradesmen 
which the ruling was expected to 
control. The solution of the problem 
of how to permit usage of the term 
in one case and not in another was 
not immediately seen, but a substi- 
tute wording was devised to make it 
unfair trade practice to use the 
term “nursery” in a corporate name 
or advertising matter “with intent to 
mislead the public into belief that 
the firm owned or controlled grow- 
ing fields to produce a substantial 
part of the: goods sold.” 

Having stock in inventory or in 
storage for shipping was - another 
suggestion offered as a basis for de- 
termining legitimacy for using the 
term “nursery.” 

Final comments at the afternoon 
session reverted to a topic in rule | 
covering misrepresentation of bench- 
grown roses in advertising. The dis- 
cussion was chiefly on the matter of 
phrasing the rule so that actual facts 
would be expressed rather than using 
expressions that might be success- 
fully refuted under particular cir- 
cumstances. 

Some persons felt that the matter 
of understocks—hardy or nonhardy 
—should be worked into the rule, but 
the variability of the response of 
these rootstocks was pointed out, 
along with the variation in require- 
ments of buyers. Use of the term 
“discarded” to describe the bench- 
grown stock was also criticized be- 
cause of the variety of reasons for 
changing of bench stock. Dr. White 
and Mr. Horton offered to continue 
to work on the phrasing to be sug- 
gested to the commission. 

The A. A. N. session and the an- 
nual banquet in the evening, which 
featured a long program of enter- 
tainmment and dancing afterward, 
concluded the state group’s conven- 
tion program.

A. Dr. Daniel. Cutting through 
the sod to let water enter the soil 
is one of the best methods, but tak.

Q. Is liquid feeding enough for 
grasses over a long period of time? 

A. Dr. Daniel. It is not impor: 
tant where the fertilizer comes from 
put on enough to keep the plant 
growing. 

Q. Is maleic hydrazide effective 
in reducing growth on lawns? 

A. Dr. Daniel. Maleic hydrazide 
only affects the plants on which 
sprayed; the new plants coming into 
the area will not be affected. Re. 
ducing the grasses gives more favor- 
able conditions for weed develop. 
ment. 

Q. Will 2,4-D build-up in the soil 
become toxic to plant growth? 

A. Dr. Daniel. Not usually. Bac. 
teria will break it down continually

and an alkaline soil. The barrenworts 

epimediums) are excellent for stone 
banks of partial or deep shade, but 
not usually for vertical walls, where 
they dry out too readily. The wine- 
leaf cinquefoil (Potentilla triden- 
tata) is also suited for banks rather 
than walls, but likes sun or partial 
shade. Sedum and sempervivum are 
well adapted to the soil pockets of 
vertical walls. 

Other plants that grow well in dry 
wall plantings are soapwort (Sapo- 
naria ocymoides aethi- 
onema), rock jasmine (androsace), 
wall rock cress (Arabis albida), hare- 
bell (Campanula rotundifolia) and 
moss pink (Phlox subulata). Addi- 
tional types may be obtained from 
a local rock garden specialist.

NAME NEW EARLY APPLE 

A large, handsome, red-streaked 
apple that ripens four or five days 
after Crimson Beauty has been in- 
troduced by the New York experi- 
ment station at Geneva and named 
Wellington. 

The new apple comes from a cross 
between Cortland and Crimson 
Beauty made in 1924. It first fruited 
in 1937. Trees planted in the orchard 
in 1941 bore their first crop in 1947 
and have borne consistently since 
that time without any tendency to- 
ward biennial bearing, said to be un- 
usual for an early apple. 

The new variety has been named 
in honor of Prof. Richard Welling- 
ton, who retired in 1953 after many 
years of fruit-breeding work at the 
experiment station. 

The Wellington has been propa- 
gated and distributed by the New 
York State Fruit Testing Associa- 
tion as No. 4747. Now that it has
